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E d s . R e c o r d - U n io n : It might not bs 
inappropriate, at this particular time, for 
•one who is a member of the Republican 
party, and who votes the ticket of that 
party, to pen a few reflections 0 1 1 matters 
political. 
I am one of those who believe 
th at it is the first duty of an American cit­ 
izen to be a member of a political party, 
and to take an active and intelligent inter­ 
est in the primary affairs of his party. 
I 
have no sympathy with any system of pol­ 
itics which depends for its success on de­ 
ception. 
I believe that civil service reform 
is one of the most pleasing myths of the 
present century, and smile when I hear 
the crave non-partisan American freeman 
—who has Republican 
tendencies, but 
who never votes the ticket—commend the 
written expressions of the President on 
the subject of civil service, and yet loses 
sight of the fact that that officer is doing 
what every Democratic President has doné 
and will ever do—reward Lis political 
friends. 
1 will not, however, discuss na­ 
tional politics, but will refer more particu­ 
larly to things nearer home. 


OUR PO LITIC A L MUD. 
Matters have about arrived at a point in 
this city and county when a decent gentle­ 
m an will not dare to accept a political 
nomination. Take as an example the re­ 
cent defeat of Dr. Laine. In that campaign 
it is apparent that a large num ber of Re­ 
publicans, as I believe thoughtlessly, in­ 
dorsed a plan of attack that was conspicu­ 
ously unfair. Admittedly the Chairman of 
th e Democratic City Committee procured 
the anonymous publication in the Bee of 
serious charges against Laine on the very 
eve of the election, to yvhich a perfect re­ 
futation was published the next day by the 
doctor; palpably the Democratic Commit­ 
tee nominated candidates for School Direc­ 
tors who had stated in advance that they 
would not accept. It was apparent that 
that committee cared nothing for non­ 
paying offices or for the educational inter­ 
ests of this city. It is not necessary for me 
to particularly criticise the Bee for publish­ 
ing those anonymous cards at that time 
and under those peculiar circumstances. 
Every man who interests him self in public 
m atters of course views with regret the 
marked decadence of the influence of the 
press. It is understood that this loss of 
influence is largely due to the fact that 
newspapers have educated their readers to 
believe that the profession of journalism is 
“ somewhat peculiar.” 
Every once in 
awhile in this city some paper accuses an­ 
other of corruption, and men who have 
been before the dear people are aware that 
there is a difference between the journalist 
in theory and the journalist practical. 
Of 
course, when a paper pursues a course that 
is manifestly unfair—as the publication of 
anonym ous attacks always is—it is liable 
to arouse criticism. In this instance if 
Laine is guilty of the charge, the people 
should have known it even after election; 
if he is innocent, the amende honorable 
would have been done him in any profes­ 
s i o n or business, except journalism. 


A R E M E D Y SUGGESTED . 
A man should never find fault without 
suggesting a remedy. 
Having been a mem­ 
ber ot Central Committees, and having 
been through the mill as a candidate for 
office, and witnessed the degradation to 
which men lower themselves to rob candi­ 
dates, it has occurred to me that I might 
offer some suggestions which m ight be 
interesting. The evil in Sacramento poli­ 
tics is that the people do not do their duty 
in attending the primary caucuses and 
meetings. Every citizen should have pro­ 
nounced political views. 
W ithout partisan 
divisions the Government cannot well be 
sustained under our system. The more 
nearly equal our parties are divided the 
better the Government. In this city it has 
been almost impossible to get a corporal's 
guard to attend a caucus. The few who 
have attended have simply carried out a 
cut-and-dried programme, and the men 
who should have been present have stood 
out. have kicked and bolted. I desire 
particularly to address myself to the men 
who stay at home. 
Look at the m anner 
in which politics have been conducted 
here in the last few years. I need but 
to mention the fraud in the Ames case, 
and it is not necessary for me to comment 
on the fact that that fraud was sustained, 
and perhaps aided, by some gentlemen who 
esteem themselves as particularly pure. 
Consider the shameful tampering with the 
ballots in the Third Ward three years ago, 
which defeated Mr. Knox for ail office to 
which he had been fairly elected by the 
people. 
For this last-named crime some­ 
body should now be in the State Prison. 
I do not overstep the mark when I assert 
that the last county campaign cost the 
candidates $10,000. the most of which was 
extorted from them and from the commit­ 
tees by the class of patriots who. to candi­ 
dates, seem to take the deepest interest in 
Governmental affairs, and an interest in a 
candidate which commences with the mo­ 
m ent of his nomination ami ends when 
death comes, or when poverty makes the 
candidate no longer interesting. These 
patriots arc also non-partisan. 


A PO SIT IV E DISG RACE. 
This 
state of affairs is 
a 
positive 
disgrace, and can 
only 
be. remedied 
by the responsible portion of our citizens 
taking that interest in public and political 
affairs which is justified by a considera­ 
tion of their importance. 
Í have not that 
respect that some have for the small band 
of óur prom inent men who have done so 
m uch to institute local reforms by talk. 
I 
recollect that a few years ago they called a 
public meeting at the Court-house and 
talked about a system of drainage for the 
city. The committee then appointed have 
forgotten to report. 
I suppose they will 
when Grant's m onum ent is finished. 
1 do 
not mean either that reform will come 
through the efforts of the moss-backed 
politicians who occasionally take the con­ 
tract to straighten things' out. but whose 
spasmodic efforts always develop that they 
have concocted a clumsy scheme to cap­ 
ture a caucus by acting out a cut-aud-dried 
programme. Men are needed who nave no 
axes to grind. 
If this class will resolve to 
not only attend the 
primary caucuses 
themselves, but also to use their influence 
to have other honest men attend; if they 
will secure the holding of caucuses in suf­ 
ficient time before ihe primary to anmit of 
opposition tickets being run, the chances 
are favorable that tickets will be nominated 
of men whose success in the convention 
will not have been predicted for months, 
and the im putation will be removed that 
the thing was put up by a ring. 
After a 
ticket is so nominated the class of men in­ 
dicated should aid the candidates and pro­ 
tect them from the strikers, at whose 
mercy they are absolutely. 


ALW AYS FO R PA RTY . 
True reformation in our politics can only 
be effected by purification within the par­ 
ties. 
Divorcement of political affairs from 
politics is a gauzy pretext for the election 
of a Democratic ticket. The last Republi­ 
can who was elected on that theory died 
early in the last century, and the next one 
has determined that he will not be born. 
This hollow sham is exposed when we find 
our local political leaders urging the peo­ 
ple to “ stand by the grand old Republican 
party in this im portant city election,” as 
'th ey did when Ames was nominated, and 
S 
reach ‘."divorcement “ when it is deemed 
esirable to their particular interests to 
elect a Democrat over any Republican who 
m ight be nam ed—as we witnessed in the

esting themselves in the piim arv affairs of 
politics, it is fast bringing about a time when 
the political affairs of both parties will be 
controlled by corruption, and when any 
man with any self-respect will decline to 
run the gantlet of the strikers by accept­ 
ing a nomination. 
I will suggest to the Republican Commit­ 
tee that it will be a wise act to call a large 
convention for the nomination of the city 
ticket this month. If there is any disposi­ 
tion on the part of any clique to’ shape a 
ticket not in consonance with the will of 
the party it will he thwarted, because a 
large convention cannot well be manipu­ 
lated.

THE PR'MARIES, 


A S u p p o sed G la n ce a t O u r C ity P o litic s 
a n d T h e ir M a n ip u la tio n s, 


E d s . R kuobd- U n i o n : There arc two in­ 
stitutions in our country that deserve the 
careful attention of every American citizen. 
I refer to the two “ prim aries.” One re­ 
lates to our system of prim ary instruction 
at our public schools, and the other is the 
well-known “ political primary." Hereto­ 
fore it was considered in order that any 
“ old stick ” of a teacher wa3 good enough 
to teach the baby A-B-C class, but a vague 
notion of the invariable laws governing 
cause and effect has to a certain extent 
modified public opinion, and the future 
teacher of the primary school will no doubt 
be more competent to teach the young. It 
does not so much require a high order of 
knowledge as it demands certain qualities 
and their proper exercise. 
I propose to speak of the other primary 
just now. The political “ prim ary,” al­ 
though in fact one of the most im portant 
factors of our political and civil liberty, is 
generally treated with contempt. 
Scene t. A lot of men meet in a saloon 
to “ kinder talk it over," and ihe essential 
of the “ talk” is "sundry drinks," and 
“things are fixed.” 
So much for friend 
Democrat. 
Our friend Republican does 
the same thing in a “ Republican” saloon, 
the “slate” is slated, the bargain is bar­ 
gained, the “swop” is swopped. The patent 
India rubber platform and the corrugated 
resolutions are fixed up. 
The sundry “re­ 
spectable” element is placed on the’ com­ 
mittee, to give tone, you know, but only a 
few, a very few, are wanted. 
If too many 
come they might spoil “ the job.” And now 
the “Central Committee’' is loaded, and we 
are ready for,“the prim ary.” 
Scene 2. A hall—a dirty hall. Sawdust 
on the floor, raised platform containing 
a table; a lonesome flag on the wall, pitcher 
ot water and glass. 
Low benches without 
backs—(where do they get them from?

Some Account o f St. Rose’» Church- 
The Parish Priests—Bishop Ma- 
nogue — T h e’ New Diocese.

The building, 
which is to be located at the corner of 
Twelfth and K streets, will be a cathedral, 
an episcopal seat for a diocese, to embrace 
Sacramento county and parts of the adjoin­ 
ing counties, and will absorb what is now 
known as the Marysville diocese. 
The 
name of this new diocese is not yet deter­ 
mined. The Bishop who will have juris­ 
diction over it and have his seat in Sacra­ 
mento is Right Reverend Patrick Manogue. 
D. D., an able man, and one of much prom­ 
inence in the Chnrch in California. 
He is 
in every sense"a business Bishop, and may 
be said to be a church-builder. 
W hile vet 
a priest he erected church buildings that 
cost over $300.000, and when he was ap­ 
pointed Bishop there remained scarcely a 
debt of $5,000. He built a church in Vir­ 
ginia City in 1868 that cost $80,000. It was 
burned down in the great conflagration ot 
1875. 
In 1870 he built another one. which 
cost $80.000. The”altar of the former one 
came from Toulouse, France, and the 
freight upon it alone was in excess of $.500. 
He built a hospital and convent in Virginia 
and reclaimed the stubborn ground a m in d 
them, so that they presently were as fruit­ 
ful of landscape beauty as California's 
choicest gardens. All this iie accomplished 
when the wages of labor and the cost of 
material were very high, aud tha articles 
entering into their construction very diffi­ 
cult to procure. These few facts testify to

Monogue's 
business 
qualities,

That title, so 
long associated with religious history in 
Sacramento, will, therefore, cease to attach 
to any Church structure here; which sug­ 
gests the thought that there will be regret 
among the Catholic people that the name 
so endeared to them is to be less frequently- 
used by them hereafter.

T H E CA THEDRAL 
Is to be typical of and modeled after the 
celebrated architectural pile in Paris known 
as the Church of La Trinite, and which, for 
beauty and imposing proportions, is one of 
the finest examples of modernism in arch­ 
itecture extant. We present herewith an 
excellent view

order of the

by C . H. 
Holmes, 
a 
well-known 
and 
compet­ 
ent engraver of Sacramento), that will 
give the reader a clear idea of the style and 
general features of the new cathedral, of 
which Byran J. Clinch, of San Francisco, 
will be supervising architect. 
Its dim en­ 
sions will be modified from those of its cel­ 
ebrated model, and i; is likely there will be 
some modifications made from the design. 
But these will not be of such a nature as to 
alter the general features of the admirable 
picture we this 
morning 
present,. and 
which, for its excellence of workmanship 
and correctness of detail, excites justifiable 
pride. Whoever, therefore, examines 


T H E 
EN G RA V IN G 
W ill be enabled to realize fully the im ­ 
posing character of the new building, and 
to accurately forecast, in mental vision, its 
appearance when its massive walls and 
beautiful towers rise to view. 
The model 
of the Sacramento Cathedral, to which we 
have referred, is held to lie one of the best 
architectural studies in P aris.' The repro­ 
duction of it3 lines here thougli somewhat 
modified, will therefore give our people 
one of the very best examples of modem 
architecture; one that must do much in 
enlarging the public taste and cultivating 
an appreciation for the better forms of that 
art. 
Concerning theintfrior, it isnotnow nec­ 
essary to speak, nor indeed can expression 
be made now with accuracy, but it may be 
said that the purpose is to have aisles all 
narrow and separated from the nave, as in 
the original, by an arcade of arches sup­ 
ported 
0 11 pillars between piers. 
Above 
the aisles will probably run a gallery, with 
a similar arcade and a pierced parapet. 
The space above the altar will be nar­ 
rowed as in La Trinite. by the projection 
of two arcades, equal in h'ight to those of 
the aisles, and finished by a continuation of 
the parapet. The ceiling will be loftily 
arched, with groins above the gallerv ar­ 


enabled to authoritatively contradict this, 
ami to disabuse the public mind of any 
such idea. 
There is no truth whavever in 
any statement that anyone has contributed 
a cent towards the erection of the building. 
The cathedral will be built of brick, stone 
and granite. 
Its construction will prob­ 
ably begin in a shert time, though the con­ 
tracts have not yet been let nor the specifi­ 
cations prepared, but these will not take a 
great length of time. 
It will probably be 
two years before the cathedral is com­ 
pleted. but the basement story will be 
ready for oecupany by the first of the new 
year. 
ST. r o s e ' s c h u r c h 
W ill at that time cease to exist, and may 
even now lie said to be preparing to give 
up its identity. Some sketch of it may not 
be uninteresting. 
In September, 1850, Rev. Father O. P. 
Anderson, L.L. D., organized St. Rose's 
Church. He came to Sacramento in Sep­ 
tember, and died on the 2Gth of the follow­ 
ing November. 
He was temporarily iif- 
bumed near the site of the present church 
building, but soon afterwards his remains 
were removed to Benicia, where they now 
repose. 
Rev. John Ingoldsby succeeded 
him in December, and had charge until 
March 1853. 
Father Ingoldsby built a 
small wooden church on the site of the 
present St. Rose’s Hall, on Seventh street, 
at the rear of the church. This church 
was burned to the- ground in the great fire 
of November, 1852. 
Rev. Father John 
Quinn was the next pastor. 
He laid the 
foundation of the present St. Rose's Church 
October 18, 1854. 


T H E 
B U ILDIN G 
Was completed in 1861, and cost between 
$40,000 and $50,000. The bell now in the 
shabby tower, which has long been an eyesore 
to the people. Catholic, and all alike, was 
swung there in July, 1859. 
Its weight is 
2,079 pounds. W hether it will be moved 
to the cathedral or not is a matter of doubt. 
Probably a chime of bells will supplant it, 
and the familiar tones of the old bell cease 
to be heard in Sacramento. 
Following 
Father Quinn came successively Fathers 
Cassin 
and Joseph 
Gallagher. 
1861-2. 
Then came Father J. S. Cotter, so well re­ 
membered here for his eloquence and de­ 
votion. During his pastorate in 1866 he 
was asssisted oy Rev. Father McGrath. 
Father Cotter is buried in St. Joseph’s 
Cemetery, where a beautiful monument 
marks the place where his mortal remains 
lie. In 1868 came Rev. Father Gibney 1868, 
anil Rev. Father P. Scan'in in 1870. 
Un­ 
der the latter, im provem . its on the church 
already begun, were pushed forward and 
augmented by new ones, which brought 
the cost ot the chnrch up to about $65,000. 
Aséftciated with Father Seanlan, who be­ 
came pastor-in-chief, were at various times 
Fathers Callaghan, Slatterv and McSwee- 
ney. 
Under 
FA TH ER SCANLAN 
The interior of the church was much im ­ 
proved, and a fine organ, costing some 
$3,000, procured. 
This organ will be re­ 
built, considerably modified and improved, 
and find a place iii the cathedral aoout to 
be erected. Two or three years ago Rev. 
Father Thomas Grace succeeded Rev. Mr. 
Seanlan, and is now in charge of the par­ 
ish. assisted by Fathers O'Connor and Bu- 
liolzer. 
Daring the demolition of the 
present church structure, and while the 
basement of the cathedral is being con­ 
structed. the Catholic congregation will 
probably for a brief tim e be compelled to 
occupy temporary quarters. 
W e have heretofore described the area of 
the land on which the cathedral is to he 
erected, and of whom the property was 
purchased and at what cost. Further refer­ 
ence to it. therefore, is not now necessaiv.

W o o d l a n d , February 19th.—The exam­ 
ination of H arlan and Barnes for the m ur­ 
der of E. L. Craft was resumed at the 
Court room at 10 o clock this morning. 
The Court-room. as usual, was densely 
packed with spectators. 
The first witness called was L. F. Craft 
father of deceased. 
Witness is small, agedj 
very gray, and shows marks of care ami 
trouble. 
He said : “ I am the father of de­ 
ceased, Everett L. Craft.” 
District Attorney—How old was vour 
son ? 
Mr. Ilighlon—We object. 
The Court—State your objections. 
Mr. Higbton—That it is immaterial and 
irrelevant to any issue in this case. 
The Court—Objections overruled. 
Mr. Highton—But, your Honor. I would 
like to be heard upon the objection. 
The Court—Mr. Craft, you may answer. 
The Court wishes to know the 'age of de­ 
ceased. 
Witness—He was 31 years and some 
months old. 
District Attorney—W hat became of the 
clothing he wore at the time of the hom i­ 
cide? 
Witness—H is coat, pants and vest, I 
think, were on the body of deceased when 
he was buried. 
District Attornev—W hat was his weight? 
Mr. Highton—We object. That is en­ 
tirely irrelevant and immaterial. 
The Court—Objection overruled. 
Mr. Highton—We wisli to make an ex­ 
ception, jointly and severally. 
Witness—He weighed about 155 or 160 
pounds. 
District Attorney—Your Honor, that is 
our case. 
We rest. 
Mr. Highton addressed the Court, saying 
that they were assured at the close of Court 
yesterday, by the Distriet Attorney, that 
the prosecution would not close until noon 
to-day. 
It was the intention of the defense 
at that time to ask a continuance until 10 
o'clock to-morrow for consultation between 
defendants and their counsel, and at that 
hour either submit the case without offer­ 
ing evidence, or if it did introduce testi­ 
mony not to occupy more than two hours 
in so doing. 
The District Attorney opposed the con­ 
tinuation, claiming that the large number 
of witnesses in attendance would be incom­ 
moded. 
It was not right to have a twentv- 
four hours' recess between the close of the 
prosecution and the opening of the defense. 
He thought a recess until 1 p. m. all that 
the defense should ask or expect. 
After considerable discussion, in which 
several of the attorneys participated, a post­ 
ponement was agreed upon until 10 o’clock 
to-morrow, with the understanding that if 
the prosecution discovered any material 
evidence during the tim e of adjournment 
they would be allowed to introduce it on 
the opening of Court to-morrow morning, 
before tiie defense commences. 


T h e R a ilr o a it W ar. 


S a n F r a n c i s c o . February 19th.—Colonel 
Creed Haynmnd said to-day that the war 
of ratfs would be a bad’ thing for San 
Francisco. 
A similar war had almost 
ruined Salt Lake. 
He said: "T h e only 
remedy for these outbreaks is for the Gov­ 
ernm ent to pass a law consolidating all 
transcontinental roads into one company. 
Each road should have stock in that com­ 
pany proportionate to it3 value 111 relatii-n 
to the others. 
This company would m an­ 
age the through traffic of all the roads, 
and leave them tree to attend to all lo c a l 
business. 
This is Senator Stanford’s idea, 
aud it is a good one. 
A vast sum now 
spent in advertising and high-priced m an­ 
agement would be saved to consumers and 
stockholders. 
Rates could be regulated 
and kept down to a fair basis. This war, I 
believe, will be a long and bitter one. To 
the Southern Pacific Company it simpty 
means a war which only affects fifteen per 
cent, or so of its gross earnings, so the 
company is in a position to stand it, but I 
am sure it would be much better to cease 
war and devote ail energies to building up 
the State. 
The company did ail it could 
to avert war, hut the other roads wanted 
all, and only carried twenty-three per 
cent, between them .” 


S a n 
F r a n c i s c o , February 1 9 t h . — There 
is little change in the railroad situation to­ 
day, the low rates of fares continuing, with 
a prospect at present that they will last for 
some time. The attitude taken by the 
Southern Pacific Company and Union Pa­ 
cific Railroad seems to indicate the truth of 
theii assertion that, whatever rates may be 
made on other roads, their rates will be 
such as to capture the business across the 
continent. 
Up to the present time the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe and At­ 
lantic and Pacific Railroads have not taken 
a hand in the war in passenger rates, but 
the freight departments of these roads are 
cutting freights. 
It is almost impossible to 
give particulars in freight rates, as cuts 
differ according to circumstances, depend­ 
ing upon the character and am ount of the 
goods, the destination, etc. In a general 
way, it may be said that cuts range from 10 
to 25 per cent, of the former rates. It is 
probable that large stocks of goods will be 
shipped overland during the period of low 
freights, but as yet no notice has been re­ 
ceived here that any great quantity of 
merchandise lias been offered in New 
York. 
I 11 the opinion of railroad officials, 
the cut in freights may prove demoralizing 
to trade in San Francisco, and for that rea­ 
son is regretted. W ith passenger fares, 
however, the case is different, it being hard 
to see how low fares can be anything but 
beneficial to the State. 
Passenger rates were quoted at the Bur­ 
lington office this morning at $85 to New 
York unlimited, $70 limited and $43 third 
class. These figures are about the same as 
those given yesterday, although there were 
some tickets sold a few dollars lower. That 
rates will be much lower cannot be pre­ 
dicted, although it is probable that they 
will be. The war has just begun, and live­ 
ly times may be expected, as the Southern 
Pacific Company and the Union Pacific 
have gone into it to win. 
It is believed, not only in the East but 
here, that the rates will never be restored 
to the old figures, and that a permanent re­ 
duction will be of immense benefit to Cali­ 
fornia by attracting hither a verv large 
num ber of persons of the best kind for 
perm anent residents, who have been kept 
away by high rates. 


W HA T SU PE R IN T E N D E N T F IL L M O R E SAYS. 
San 
F r a n c i s c o , 
February 19th. — In 
speaking of the present situation in the 
railroad war, Superintendent Fillmore, of 
the Southern Pacific, stated to-day : “ No 
further developments of consequence have 
arisen since the inauguration of the strife. 
The Central Pacific system will take freight 
—that’s sure and settled. Rates are not to 
be considered. 
W e will and shall have 
business. Our condition, both financially 
and strategeticailv, is such that we hold 
the affair in our own hands. None of the 
other roads have our financial backing, 
and the stoppage of our paying over per­ 
centages to other roads is all in our favor. 
We estimate that with the present pro­ 
digious outlook of the State crop for this 
year, we shall exceed our last year’s local 
revenue this year by $2,000,000.

Chris Buckley's “ Inflooance"—Why 
Called “ Chestnut"—The Un­ 
favorable Sides o f Life. 


S a n F r a n c i s c o , February 17, 1886. 
1 have read in Eastern papers a great 
m any explanations of the origin of the 
word “ chestnut,” as a slang term, but I 
think I have struck the true solution. 
T he chestnut on its native heath, and in 
its season, is a most profitable nut, but it is 
a very sensitive article, and easily atfected 
by climatic changes, and is likewise often 
troubled with worms.

You 
will read as fresh telegraphic neys in a San 
Francisco new spaper,'w ith all the appro­ 
priate headings, some old yarn that has 
gone the rounds of the world, and even 
been translated into Timbuctoo language. 
The originator of the newspaper chestnut 
was James Gordon Bennett, the elder, who, 
as 1 have read, was pestered one day with 
cries tor “ copy,” and who got ou t'o f the 
dilem m a by telling the foreman to take the 
cobwebbed and dusty accumulations of re­ 
print which had cumbered the hooks for 
years, to set ’em up and get out a Sunday 
edition. 
This, I have heard, was the 
initiation of Sunday editions of American 
newspapers. But perhaps I am falling 
into the chestnut mood myself. 
ANO T A I DUCK.

HAY FEVER, 
W hich, 1 believe, is a form of catarrh, lias 
hitherto been considered a disease peculiar 
to the country lying east of the Allegha- 
nics, but is said to be now quite common 
in San Francisco and Oakland. Tradition 
says that this ailm ent was invented by 
Henry Ward Beecher, who used to get va­ 
cation from Plym outh Church to go and 
explore for it in the W hite mountains. 
Beecher lias a son who used to row a mis­ 
sionary boat for the conversion of the In ­ 
dians in Alaska waters, but who is now a 
revenue official in that section of country, 
and it may be possible that the young man 
has wafted hay fever down here from his 
far northern clime. 
If report speaks true, 
young Beecher, like all ministers' sons, is 
considerable of a “ waiter," and wafted a 
good many things around the Alaska re­ 
gion which were quite novel to the natives, 
and even astonished the oldest white resi­ 
dents. 
To come back to bay fever, there is a 
strong prevalence of cata’rrh, asthma, influ­ 
enza and kindred ailments in San Frnn- 
cisco and the towns close to the bay shore.

OID AGE. 


ITS STEALTHY 
APPROACH. ASD 
NOISELESS TREAD. 


A Scientific Discussion as to Its 
Cause, and How It May 
be Retarded. 


The principal characteristics of old age, 
as demonstrated by anatomical research, 
arc a deposition of fibrinous, gelatinous and 
earthy material in the system. Every or­ 
gan of the body, during old age, is especi­ 
ally prone to ossific deposits. The earthy 
deposits have been found to consist pri­ 
marily of phosphates and carbonates of 
limes combined with other calcareous salts. 
According to the researches of Dr. W ill­ 
iams, of England, man begins in a gelatin­ 
ous and ends in an osseous or bony condi­ 
tion. From the cradle to the grave a gradual 
process of ossification is undoubtedly pres­ 
ent, but after passing middle age the ossific 
tendency becomes more markedly devel­ 
oped, until it finally ushers in senile de­ 
crepitude. 
These earthy deposits during 
old age materially interfere with the due 
performance of function by the organs, 
hence we find imperfect circulation in the 
aged; the heart gradually becomes ossified, 
the larger blood vessels blocked up with 
calcareous matter, and nutrition hindered. 
A distinguished physiologist says: “ if 
repair was always equal to waste, life 
would only term inate by accident.” 
And 
it ;s the opinion ot eminent scientists that 
the majority t f all v h > pass 6> y sars suffer 
more or less from these ossific depo-i’s. 
Therefore, bearing these facts in mind, we 
plainly see that the real change which pro­ 
duces old ago is nothing more or less than 
a slow lu t stcaly : ccumul i i n • f calca­ 
reous matter throughout th s se n t. The 
idea that old age is brought about simply, 
or at all, by a decline of the vital principle 
has long since been discarded by scientists, 
and the true cause found to be that of 
gradual disintegration of flic tissues because 
of the inadequate supply of blood. Follow­ 
ing out the ideas of Dr. W illiams, this pro­ 
cess is believed to be of a chemical nature, 
and the causes being nothing more or less 
than ossific deposits, let us tor a moineut 
look for the causes and influences leading 
to the condition we have described. 


T H E TWO P R IN C IP A L CAUSES O F OLD AGE 
Are, first, fibrinous and gelatinous sub­ 
stances; and second, calcareous deposits. 
According to recent researches of Delaney 
Evins, the origin of the first may undoubt­ 
edly be traced to the destruction of atmos­ 
pheric oxygen, and demonstrable by the 
following argument : 
In the air we breathe the relative pro­ 
portion of oxygen to nitrogen is 22 to 78; 
and. although oxygen is in far smaller 
bulk, yet it is the most active element. 
Now. oxygen has an affinity for every other 
element except fluorine, and as oxygen 
plays by far the most im portant part in 
these chemical changes constantly at work 
in the economy, life itself is but a constant 
waste hv oxidation and reparation by food. 
In the blood exists albumen and fibrin, 
themselves resolved into component parts, 
carbon, hydrogen, nitrogen, oxygen, sul­ 
phur and phosphorous. 
Fibrin, 
it is 
claimed, contains one and five-tenths more 
oxygen than albumen. Now, oxygen con­ 
verts albumen into fibrin, fibrin itself be­ 
ing but an oxide of albumen. 
Although 
unquestionably fibrin nourishes ¡he organs 
of our body, yet it becomes at times, as we 
reach the cool and shady walks in the 
evening of life, accumulated in redundant 
quantity, blockading the streams of life as 
doth the chilling winds of winter the 
mountain rivulets. 
There is always a 
struggle going on in our bodies between ac­ 
cumulation and elimination, and thus it is 
that tlie fibrinous and gelatinous accumu­ 
lations of old age are chiefly traceable to 
chemical action of atmospheric oxygen. 
The calcareous deposits next claim our 
attention, being proved by anatomical in­ 
vestigation to be peculiarly characteristic 
of old age. In the hum an body water 
forms 70 per cent, of its aggregate W eight; 
in fact, there is not a single tissue but con­ 
tains water as a necessary 
ingredient. 
Now, water holds certain suits in solution, 
which become inore or less deposited, not­ 
withstanding the large proportion elimin­ 
ated through the secretions, and it is hut a 
question of time before these minute parti­ 
cles deposited by the blood have a marked 
effect in causing the stiffness anil aridity of 
advanced life. The reason why in early 
life the deposit of earthy m atter or salts is 
so infinitesimal is simply because they have 
not had time to accumulate. 
Besides pro­ 
viding the requisite elements of nutrition, 
food contains calcareous salts, which being 
deposited in the arteries, veins and capil­ 
laries, become the proximate cause of ossi­ 
fication and old age. 


HOW TO RETA R D T H E SE C H A N G ES. 
Having now traced the prim ary exist­ 
ence of calcareous matter to food itself, it is 
consequently a subject of no small moment 
to ascertain the various dietetic articles 
containing these saltn. As a matter of fact, 
everything we eat does contain them to a 
greater or less degree. The cereals are 
found most rich in them : so bread iiself, 
the so-called staff of life, except in great 
moderation, most assuredly favors the de­ 
position of these salts in the system. The 
more nitrogenous our food, the greater its 
percentage of calcareous matter ; hence a 
diet composed principally of fruit, from its 
lack of nitrogen, is best adapted for pre­ 
venting or suspending ossification. 
Moderation in eating ever must be of 
great value ils an agent for retarding the 
advent of senile decay. 
Large eaters more 
rapidly bring on ossific deposits by taking 
in more than is utilized or excreted, 
naturally resulting in blockading the ves­ 
sels and destroying their normal functions. 
According to the best authority I have 
been able to consult, the following seem to 
be the best articles of food, as containing 
the least earthy salts : 
Fruit, fish, poultry, 
flesh of young mutton and beef, because, 
as before stated, of their being less nitro­ 
genous. Fluids, as part of the diet, are of 
special import. All well and spring water 
contains considerable of the earthy salts, 
and should therefore be avoided, and cis­ 
tern water used in its stead, because water 
is the most universal 
solvent 
known. 
Therefore, when taken into the system 
clear of foreign matter, it is to that extent 
the better prepared to dissolve and take up 
those earthy salts, and convey them out of 
the system. The addition of 15 or 20 drops 
of dilute phosphoric acid to the glass of 
water, and drank three times a day, will 
add to the solubility of these earthy salts. 


MECHANICAL AND INVENTION. 


A new system of drying lumber by sur­ 
rounding it with common salt is just now 
attracting attention. The peculiar power 
of salt for absorbing moisture is well 
known. 
Watches may he sent for testing to the 
Kew Observatory in London, and a certifi­ 
cate of excellence will be given, but so ex­ 
treme is the accuracy required that no 
watch can be marked first-class which 
varies as much as one tick in 43.000. 
For turning and drilling wrouglit-iron 
and steel one ounce ot a m ixture of soft 
soap with half its weight of pearl-ash in 
about one gallon of boiling water is in 
everyday use in most engineering shops. 
The work, though constantly moist, does 
not rust. 
It has been estimated that front a single 
pound of steel, costing about 50 cents, there 
can be manufactured 100,000 watch screws, 
worth $11. Some of these machine-made 
screws are so small that an uneducated eye 
requires the aid of a magnifying glass to 
set what they really are. 
The manufacture of malleable nickel, as 
the result of M. Garuier’a experiments, has 
been realized by the addition of 0.3 per 
cent, of phosphorous or manganese, and 
others have found that by adding 1-10 to 
1-3 per cent, oí magnesium it is practicable 
to weld the nickel thus obtained to iron 
and steel, roll it out in sheets and shape it 
into tubes, pipes, etc. 
Some of the soldering fluids used are 
injurious to tools and also to parts that have 
been laid on the bench where such fluids 
have been used. The following receipt will 
do the work as well, ahd will not rust and 
tarnish any inore than water would ; Take 
two ounces of alcohol and put into a bot­ 
tle, and add about a teaspoon ful of chloride 
of zinc, and shake until dissolved. Use it 


in the same m anner as the m uriate of zinc, 
or muriatic acid and zinc. It has no bad 
smell. 
Experiments have beer, made atMiddlee- 
torough with liquid fuel for ships. One of 
the most successful has been made with the 
steamship Emanuel, w hich was fitted with 
lanks to hold the oil—a waste product from 
the Middlesborougb Chemical Works. The 
steamer has just returned from a trip on 
the Mediterranean, and the engineer re­ 
ports most favorable results. 
The new style of paving block, as de­ 
scribed in the American Manufacturer, is 
composed of a hollow iron shell filled with 
any desired concrete, the shells being 
arched underneath, and for street paving 
are four inches wide and from ten to twelve 
inches long. The blocks, or filled shells, 
are laid against each other upon the pre­ 
pared roadbed, and the form of the bottom 
compacts the sand underneath, making the 
whole structure very firm and solid. The 
surface of a street paved with these blocks 
would be about as smooth as if paved with 
asphait. 
A lamp has been invented on a principle 
which precludes the possibility of the oil 
escaping, and thus an explosion is made 
impossible. Our readers will be acquainted 
with the “ unspillable” ink-bottle, in which 
an inside channel of glass about two-thirds 
the bight of the vessel descends from its 
top, having an open and somewhat nar­ 
rowed bottom, the arrangement making it 
impossible, or nearly impossible, for the 
liquid to escape. The same principle is 
adopted in this lamp, from which the 
chances of the oil spilling are even fewer 
than the chances of the ink spilling. 
The best shining black ink, used for 
m ourning paper, and the manufacture of 
which has up to the present time been kept 
secret by makers, may be prepared, accord­ 
ing to the Papier Zeitung, from lampblack, 
borax and shellac. The ink is made as 
follows: In one litre of hot water sixty 
grammes of borax are dissolved, and to 
this solution three times the quantity of 
shellac is added. After this m ixture lias 
been properly dissolved the necessary quan­ 
tity .of lampblack is added, the whole be­ 
ing constantly stirred. Should the luster 
not be satisfactory, more shellac is used. 


SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


By the aid of a recent French invention 
divers are now enabled to descend 800 feet 
below the surface of the water. 
I'rofessor Bakhuyzen, of the Leiden Ob­ 
servatory, finds reason for believing that a 
part of the planetary surface of Mars is 
liquid. 
European manufacturers are said to be 
adopting the plan for making paper as 
tough as wood or leatlipr by mixing chlo­ 
ride of zinc with the pulp in the course of 
man ufacture. 
From the solar eclipse of September 8th, 
the central line of which passed over a 
part of New Zealand, near Cook's Strait, it 
is expected that the cause of the corona 
will be disclosed through the labors of Aus­ 
tralian astronomers. 
Diamilla Muller attributes the w hirl­ 
winds sometimes observed by aeronauts to 
the collision of two atmospheric currents 
coming from the opposite directions, and 
traces a close analogy between them and 
tiie eddies produced in streams by similar 
causes. 
Contaminated water passed through six 
inches of green sand, coke, anim al char­ 
coal or spongy iron, is wholly freed from 
the micro-organisms which cause disease. 
The material is to he powdered sufficiently 
fine to pass through a seive oi forty meshes 
to the inch. 
The proposed universal day meets with 
no 
encouragement 
from 
astronomers. 
Upon the proposition to count the hours of 
the day from 0 to 24 in civil life, one of 
them says that it will scarcely ever be 
adopted, for nobody (except, perhaps, sick 
people lying in bed) will have patience to 
count the strokes of the clock up to 24. 
Careful experiment has disclosed the 
tact that a single square foot of leaf sur­ 
face in the case of soft, thin-leafed plants, 
will, during fair weather, exhale aqueous 
vapor at the rate of one and one-quarter 
ounces daily. At night the rate is only 
about one-fifth as rapid as during the day, 
and during rainy weather there is abso­ 
lutely no evaporation. 
In a communication to the Meteorologi­ 
cal Society of Austria, M. G. Ligner has 
described the remarkable discovery that 
the moon 1ms an influence on a magnet­ 
ized needle. The phenomenon is .-aid to 
be more prominent when the moon is 
nearest to the earth, and to be very marked 
when she is passing from the full to her 
first or second quarter. The disturbance 
reaches a maximum when the moon is in 
the plane of the equator, and is greater 
during the southern than the northern 
declination. 


FACTS CONCERNING HEALTH. 


To be sprightly, live rightly, eat lightly, 
rest nightly, very quietly and long. 
Laugh and be cheerful and generous, 
that others may grow fat and happy over 
your good works. 
The germs which give rise to malarial 
fever have been found by two Italian physi­ 
ologists. 
A strong decoction of New Zealand flax 
has been used witli success by Surgeon- 
Major Monckton, of Kumara Hospital, as 
a dressing in hundreds of cases of lacera­ 
tions and amputations. 
In his opinion 
there is nothing equal to it in promoting 
healthy granulation. 
In the German army salicylic suet is now 
used universally for foot sores, sores from 
riding, etc., and is found much more satis­ 
factory than the salicyclic powder whiclt 
was formerly employed. The salicylic suet 
is composed of two parts of pure salicylic 
acid and ninety-eight parts of the best m ut­ 
ton suet. 
A comparative statement of the death- 
rate in England and Wales in the two de­ 
cennial periods of 1K71-1.880 and 1S61-1870 
has just been published, and shows a de­ 
crease of 1,100 deaths a year in each mill­ 
ion inhabitants. The deaths from diph­ 
theria and fevers, supposed to he due to 
unhealthy surroundings, were greatly re­ 
duced in number. 
A Russian pajier says : “ During the last 
fifteen years the inhabitants of a malarial 
locality in Kharkoo Government in Russia 
have used the crab powder with great suc­ 
cess against fevers. The power is prepared 
in the following way : Live crabs ars cov­ 
ered with whisky until they get asleep; 
then they are put on a bread-pan in a hot 
oven, thoroughly dried and pulverized, and 
the powder passed through a fine sieve. 
One dose, a teaspoonful, is generally suffi­ 
cient to cure the interm ittent fever; 
in 
very obstinate cases a second dose is re­ 
quired. Each dose is invariably preceded 
by a glass of aloe mixture ae a purgative. 
The powder is used in that locality in 
preference to quinine." 


P o l e c a t J u s t i c e .— One of the jurors for 
the present term of Court, in returning to 
duty at Townsontnwn, Md., one Monday 
morning, encountered a polecat upon the 
road, which, upon being molested, made 
tight with the weapon peculiar to that 
pretty little animal, coming out ahead by a 
large majority. The jurym an was puzzled ; 
he knew not what to do. Far from home, 
he could not turn hack—and then, he was 
on a panel, and foreman at th a t; so he 
bravely pursued his journey. Arriving at 
the Court-house, he was surprised to note 
the special attention lie received, and even 
the honorable Judge seemed particularly 
mindful of his presence. W hen the panel 
retired to the jury-room, and were locked 
up, it is said they were very far from an 
agreement upon a verdict of the case in­ 
volved, but that the foreman, on this par­ 
ticular occasion, seemed to possess a pow­ 
erful influence in harmonizing opinions, so 
that an agreement was soon reached. The 
idea is suggested that polecats might he 
advantageously used upon stubborn juries. 


C u re f o r S ta m m e rin g .—Colonel Hoge- 
iand tells of a sure cure for stammering. A 
person who does not stammer, without be­ 
ing conscious of it. as he begins to speak, 
lets the tongue rest against the roof of the 
m outh; the contrary is the case with the 
stammerer. Now. if the person who stam ­ 
mers will, when he begins to speak, press 
the tongue to the roof of his mouth he will 
find he can speak as easily and fluently as 
any one else. The remedy is a simple one, 
anil hundreds of persons may be benefited 
by the knowledge of it.

THE WITCH OF TEE MOHAWK. 


B rom Van IV arker was a young m an of 
tine physique, good-looking in the full ac­ 
ceptation of the term , and highly esteem ed 
by the good honest D utch in the valley of 
th e M ohaw k. 
Ilis parents died w hen he 
w as about eight years of age. leaving poor 
little Brom and a five-year-old blind sister, 
w ithout a dollar in the world, to scram ble 
up th e b ill of life as best they could. 
The good, benevolent old dom inie, the 
Kev. T hom as R onieyn, w ho attended to the 
spiritual needs of th e D utch and Indians, 
becam e so m uch interested in little Brom 
th at he, at bis own expense, sent th e child 
to A lbany to be educated. 
People w on­ 
dered w hy the good dom inie should incur 
such an expense w hen his salary and 
yearly donations am ounted to but a trifle 
inore th an $300. 
Som etim es as he sat w riting a serm on, 
his good wile would attem pt to rem onstrate 
w ith him relative to w hat she deem ed such 
needless expense, w hereupon th e old m an 
w ould deposit his goose-quill pen upon the 
table, w ithdraw th e long-stem m ed pipe 
from his m outh, deliberately knock the 
ashes from the pipe-bowl into the box of 
,sau d at his feet, and in the m ost solem n 
and im pressive m anner exclaim : 
“ Cast 
y o u r bread upon the waters, arid after m any 
days it shall return unto y o u !” 
H e would 
then return to his pipe and pen, and the 
good wife had sense enough to know th at 
it would be folly to attem pt to resum e her 
subject. 
Brom rem ained at A lbany tw elve long 
years, and w hen be returned to Caughna- 
waga, his childhood’s hom e, he found 
everything nearly as he had left it. natural 
w ear and tear excepted, as law yers say. 
People during his absence had grown 
older—boys had become m en, girls bad be­ 
com e wom en : and now and then could be 
seen an old gray-haired person w ho had 
clim bed up and up, and stum bled down 
an d dow n, anti pressed feebly forward, u n ­ 
til tire entire circuit of the globe of life had 
been made, and the weary w anderer rested 
a t to e starting point—th e land of child­ 
hood. 
T he n atu ral scenery had changed but 
little. 
T here was th e sam e old river w ending 
its m ajestic course onw ard to the H udson': 
there was th e saíne oldfilatboats slowly 
craw ling up the river w ith all th eir ow ners' 
phlegm atic patience. 
T here was the sam e old rock in the river 
from w hich the little village derived its 
nam e—Caughu&waga. 
T here was 
the 
im petuous C ayaduita 
creek, tw ice r.s large th e n 'a n d now, roar­ 
ing and plunging with unrestrained haste 
in to th e M ohawk, as though heartily glad 
to escape trom the cold, bleak and inhos­ 
pitable region 
north 
of the M ohawk, 
w hich God in his wisdom designed as a 
perpetual habitation for w ild beasts and 
Indians, but w hich design had even then 
been partially, and, we trust, tem porarily 
interfered w ith by the cupidity o f the 
whites. 
Brom was too proud to exist a m ere 
drone upon the charity of others. 
So, 
w hen he was oiTered th e position o f village 
school-teacher at $16 per m onth, of 
days, and boaid around the district, he. 
gladly accept 1 the offer. 
It is no exaggeration to say th at h e bad 
a pretty hard tim e of it. 
It cost so m uch 
beside his hoard to live, and contribute to 
th e support of his blind sister, that, w hen 
th e old year w ent out, and the new year 
cam e in, there was n othing left w ith w hich 
to start upon the new year. 
B ut be was brave-hearted and energetic, 
and possessed of an indom itable power of 
w ill. 
E very tim e he felt like fainting by 
th e w ayside he would go and visit the blind 
sister, an d taking h er delicate little hands 
in his ow n, gaze silently into h er sightless 
eyes, and think of th eir childhood days be­ 
fore the poor girl m et w ith a horrid acci­ 
dent—how they rom ped and roam ed to­ 
gether through the long sum m er days, 
gatherin wild flowers along the banks of 
th e C ayadutta, and hunting for Indian ar­ 
row beads on the sandy banks of the Mo­ 
haw k—how w ith th e sainted m other long 
sin e ; gone to heaven they w ould kneel at 
"tlie bedside and repeat the beautiful prayer 
com m encing, “ O ur F ath er which a r t'in 
heaven.” and then restraining the first 
gathering tears, he w ould m entally renew 
his vea- to fight m anfully the cause of life 
and conquer or die as w ould becom e a 
brave m an. 
B ut at length there cam e a tim e when the 
poor blind girl sickened, languished, faded 
and departed for another and better world, 
where, w ithout the aid of m ortal eyes, si; 
could m eet and recognize her sainted m oth­ 
er in the habitations of the blessed. 
A a they deposited the precious coffin in 
its narrow resting place, and th e grief- 
stricken m an ret racial his steps hom ew ard 
from th e graveyard, he felt sad, dejected, 
and, as though th ere was nothing left for 
him to live lor. and he m entally wished 
th at he. too, m ight sleep in th at silent grave­ 
yard, w here the black birds tw ittered so 
m ournfully, and the winds b lew so g en tlv 
over the new -m ade grave, and snug s ue.fi 
sw eet an d m ournful requiem s am ong the 
stately pines. 
B ut in course o f tim e nature cam e to the 
rescue, and rem inding Brom th at w hat was 
h is great loss was the poor blind girl’s ines­ 
tim able gain, com m anded him to stand up 
a m an and a philosopher, and continue th e 
battle for life. 
Brom was hum an, and, as th e fountains 
o f grief graduallv dried up, lie began to 
consider seriously w hether it w ould not be 
well for him to m an y. 
H e knew th at he loved w ith fervent de­ 
votion charm ing 
ctsy Vedder, and he felt 
certain th at be never could or would m arry 
. any otb r wom an. 
H er p arents were dead, and she was 
living « ith her uncle, M vndret Dockstader. 
a proud and aristocratic old D utchm an, 
w ho could boast of im m ense w ealth and a 
long line of noble ancestry. 
H e never had 
an y children, and his w ile had. been dead 
for years. 
H e had, w hen she" was a m ere child, 
adopted ids niece, Betsy Vedder, as his 
ow n, pi em itting her out of respect to her 
dead m other, to retain the nam e of Vedder. 
Betsy was also the ow ner in h er own 
rig h t o f m any broad acres in the fertile 
valley, w hich cam e to her by inheritance. 
T iie idea of securing her for ids wife seem ­ 
ed preposterous. 
Dozens o f the w ealthiest 
an 1 m ost aristocratic young m en in the 
valley were constant in their attentions, 
striv in g to capture her heart and hand. 
“ Surely,” thought Brom. ” there can be 
n o possible chance for a poor schoolm aster 
lik e me.

Often w ould he w alk for" hours up and 
dow n the river's bank, brooding over the 
m isfortune of being poor, and w ondering 
Tfhy he could no t have been born rich. or. 


O ne day he was w alking th u s along th e ’ 
bank of the river, when he espied a light 
birch canoe in the m iddle of th e stream , 
an d in it was an ugly looking old w om an 
w hom he never saw before. 
H er h air w as 
w hite as snow , her face was snnken and 
w rinkled, and h er teeth were all gone w ith 
th e exception of one long, yellow tusk. As 
she stood up in th e canoe, w ith a long 
paddle in her hands, she was certainly a 
repulsive looking being.

O f course this adventure was upperm ost 
in B rom ’s m ind for a long tim e. 
H e like all other M ohawk D utchm en was 
superstitious. H e believed in w itches,fairies, 
“ spooks,” goblins, and about everything 
else th at a cultivated M assachusetts P u ri­ 
tan believed in w hen he was burning at 
the stake poor innocent old w om en who 
had never been guilty oi any greater 
crim e th an th at of producing a baking of 
sour bread. 
Brom had heard about tlie W itch of the 
M ohawk long before he was sent to A l­ 
bany—beard th e negro servants from va­ 
rious families, as they sat around the fire­ 
place in th e kitchen, talk about the m ar­ 
velous doings of th e old w itch. 
B ut grad­ 
ually his adventure w ith tlie witch faded 
from his m ind. 
Brom being a schoolm aster an d a good 
penm an, and a great favorite w ith the peo­ 
ple, had to do the w riting for the whole 
com m unity ; consequently he was not sur­ 
prised at being sum m oned one evening to 
attend the m ansion of the venerable burgh­ 
er.

T he old gentlem an at once inform ed him 
th at be apprehended an early dissolution, 
and had, therefore, sent for him todraw his 
will, and attend to its execution according 
to law. 
The negro produced pen, ink and 
paper, and Brom comm enced draw ing tlie 
instrum ent. A fter draw ing the prelim inary 
and form al part of the instrum ent, anil 
w riting several special hequest3 of no great 
value, the sick m an dictated and Brom 
wrote as follow s: 
Lastly—1 give, will anil bequeath anil devise 
ail tlie rest, residue am i rem ainder of ray prop­ 
erty, of w hatsoever raanuer or nature,’ to my 
beloved niece, Betsy Vedder, her heirs and as­ 
signs forever: provided always, and uisra this 
express condition, that the said Betsy Vedder 
shall accept the offer of m arriage m ade by Der­ 
rick Von Corlear, the sun of my old friend, and 
consummate a m arriage w ith him w ithin six 
months after my decease. 
In case she refuses 
or neglects so to do, 1 give, will, bequeath and 
devise the same untó any decent Dutchm an 
who, w ithin one year alter tnv decease, with 
the approbation of my friend, the Uev. Thomas 
Rom eyn, shall become the lawful husband oi 
tlie woman well know n as the Witch of the Mo­ 
haw k, to have and to hold to himself, his heirs 
and assigns forever; and i hereby m ake, consti­ 
tute and appoint my beloved’ young iriend 
Brom Von Warker, sole executor of this mv ¡ast 
w iiland testament. 


The will being duly executed was care­ 
fully folded and sealed w ith the testator's 
private seal, and deposited w ith Brom for 
safe keeping, who was soon w ending his 
way hom ew ard w ith the docum ent in his 
pocket. 
“ \Vhat a queer old chap he is,' said Brom 
to him self, as he trudged along; “b ut he is 
a stubborn old fellow, and I do really be­ 
lieve that he w ould sooner give his property 
to the devil than hie own flesh and blood, 
unless they all fall down and worship him . 
B ut no doubt it is hU right. 
T he old m an 
know s well enough that the girl is dead in 
love w ith young Corlear, and of course they 
w ill in due tim e m arry.” 
“ W hat a beautiful evening it is," said 
he, " how soft and silvery the bright moon 
looks down upon the M ohawk. 
W hat 
weird shadow s the tall pines cast upon the 
riv e r! 
llov,' softly and 
m usically the 
blackbirds tw itter in the boshes, and how 
di-tinct is th aT splash as th at poor fright­ 
ened m uskrat m akes one grand leap for its 
watery hom e! 
Really, 1 believe 1 will nit 
down here upon the bank of the beautiful 
river for a few m om ents, and enjoy these 
delightful surroundings.” 
So saving he sat dow n beneath a m on­ 
strous old oak, and. lighting his pipe, pro­ 
ceeded to enjoy a real old-fashioned D utch 
sm oke. 
H ow long he sat thus lie never knew . 
H is reverie was broken by sounds o: the 
sw eetest and m ost angelic m usic th at ever 
greeted h um an ear, w hile at the sam e tim e 
be beheld in astonishm ent a beautiful little 
tin y canoe m ade of pearl and studded w ith 
diam onds, w hich glittered ami parkied ii. 
the m o nlight and cast reflections up e. the 
w aters like so m any tw inkling stars. 
In the canoe were six little fairies, the 
loveliest little b;-;ngs «ye ever gazed upon. 
Each on hail a tin y g den paddle, and. as 
the canoe floated dow n th e stream , they 
sang in sw eetest m elody : 


Lucky is the m an, who, if he can, 
Will wed with the W itch of th e Mohawk ! 
Certainly you can: Brom. you are the m an 
-T o wed w ith the Witch of the Mohawk ! 


T his strain they continued to sing as tlie 
canoe floated down th e stream , until the 
canoe, the fairies and the m usic were lost 
in the distance.

m oney can buy, and yet there is nothing 
gaudy or outre about 
tlie furnishings. 
E verything is in the m ost perfect taste. 
T he Senator has an office on the lower Door. 
T he w alls are fairly covered w ith paint­ 
ings. 
A large flat desk occupies the center 
ol (lie room , and th e Senator can usually 
be found by his evening visitor behind a 
huge mass of papers. 
T here is room for 
one of his private secretaries on th e other 
side o f th e desk, an d th at gentlem an has 
no easy tim e of it. 
.Vo m atter how urgent 
the business on hand, the Senator ahvavs 
has tim e to extend a kin d ly greeting, 
lie 
will not waste his caller’s tim e, however, 
and, on tlie other hand, he will not perm it 
the caller to waste his. 
In conversation 
one is instantly struck w ith the directness 
of Mr. Stanford’s reasoning, 
líe looks at 
everything from a com m on tense stand­ 
point. 
A t tim es he im presses one w ith the 
stolidity of G rant. - i n listening his face is 
im passive, but w hen an especially strong 
point is made, his eyes show the active and 
receptive m ind 
w ithin. 
Stanford, like 
G rant, is a m an of trem endous executive 
capacity. 
H e lias never know n w hat it is 
to be defeated. 
So far be has m ade a suc­ 
cess of everything he has attem pted.

Several cities are trying to close the sa­ 
loons on Sundays, and th e success of the 
m ovem ent of the C atholic clergy in P hila­ 
delphia show s w hat a pow er the ebureh 
can be in this cause if it chooses. 
M any of 
the priests of th at city have followed the 
adm onition of th e pa- toral letter of the Pie- 
nary Council at B altim ore in urging liquor 
sellers of th eir faith to close on Sunday, 
and tlie result is th at laM Sunday there 
were fewer saloons open in the city than on 
any other day since the present law and 
order em bargo began. 
A nother good feat­ 
ure oi the m ovem ent ;S th at the saloons 
w hich pretended to lie closed had locked 
back and side as well as front doors, and 
their patrons could not get in on any pre­ 
text. 
John H . Cam pbell, President of the 
local A rchdiocesan’ Tem perance U nion, 
said ; 
“ If, as 1 anticipate, th e decrees will set 
the seal of tlie church against no t oi.lv S un­ 
day liquor selling, but also against Catho­ 
lics carrying on the traffic, I shall im m edi­ 
ately upon the prom ulgation of the decrees 
send a printed translation of them to every 
pastor in the land, and h am m er them at 
th e head of every Catholic tavern keeper 
until those at least who obey the church 
w ill give up the business. 
T he church has 
too long been disgraced bv Catholics not 
only selling liquor, hut by Catholics d rin k ­ 
ing it. 
The traffic and indulgence in strong 
drink cannot he w iped out, but it can at 
least by such m eans be restrained.” 
One of the clergym en said : “ Catholic 
liquor-dealers already established in the 
business we can only ur^e and advise to 
obey the laws which forbid them selling on 
Sunday: 
T he church will no t descend to 
tlie persecution of its m em bers who are in 
the liquor business, but will p utsuch m oral 
restraint upon them as will cause them to 
either give i' up, or at least to be obedient 
to civil lu,w.” 
Even in this m ilder form such a crusade 
will he vastly m ore effective th an appeals 
to aw hke th at at St. Joseph, Mo , where 
fifty 
< m-keepers have been hauled un 
am 
! about $25 each, for violation of 
tlie Sunday law. 
They say th a t thev will 
close their *aloon3 ju st so long as the Sun­ 
day law is enforced against all other busi­ 
ness places and no longer. 
The sam e ques­ 
tion is agitating the City Council of Cleve­ 
land. Ohio, wii- : 
by som e oversight in 
the city ordinances, th e police have the 
right to close the -..loons on Sunday, and 
are m ildly enfon :g it. 
T he liquor m en 
are clam oring for 
m odification of the of­ 
fensive ordinance, and the tem perance men 
are calling for a subm ission of the question 
to a popular vote, hoping, in tlie w ake of 
M urphy’s great tem perance 
revival, to 
secure a jnodification-of the free-rum rule 
of Ohio lor one day in seven.—[Snring- 
field R epublican.

Society o f C aliforn ia P io n eer-. 
E ds. R e i ohd-I’.vion : 
It is claim ed by 
som e of c u r m oat em inent scientists, as 
well as physicians and clergymen, th a t the 
organic physical «instruction of the hum an 
race should carry them to th e age of 100 
years. 
It is a very easy m atter for scien­ 
tists to theorize on any subject, bu t facts 
generally prove th e fallacy o f all sucb 
sophism , and show that the average age of 
m ankind is but little more than ’30 years. 
One fact is self-evident, th at there is a 
great difference in the longevity of different 
families. 
I believe th at som e children in ­ 
h erit longevity from their parents, w hile 
others carry w ith them the seeds of disso­ 
lution from th eir birth. 
In m y opinion 
the longevity of persons depends as m uch 
on their habits of tem perance and sanitary 
m easures t-. preserve their health, as on 
th eir n atural pow er of endurance. 
Fam ily 
longevity m ay be classed as hereditary, and 
transm itted from parents to their children 
in m any families. 
It is but a short tim e since th at my atten­ 
tion was called to w hat was considered 
as a rem arkable case of longevity in four 
brothers in th e State of Georgia, th eldest 
of w hom was 79 years old. 
I do not think, 
Mr. Editor, th at "this is a very rem arkable 
case, as I know intim ately a fam ily of 
eight persons, four brothers and four sisters, 
born of the sam e parents, in w hich the 
com bined average age of the four eldest is 
over 80 years, and of the eight children 75 
years, or OX) years for the fam ily. 
T he an­ 
cestors of this fam ily em igrated from Eng­ 
land in 1040, and settled in the colony of 
Connecticut. In the old French and Indian 
w ar their descendants fought in defense of 
the colonial rights of the Puritans, and 
also in the revolutionary w ar they shed 
th eir blood freely on m any battle fields for 
th e freedom of th eir native laud. Thev 
have no t yet laid down their arm s, h ut are 
still w illing to battle for the priceless herit­ 
age bequeathed to them by their revolu­ 
tionary sires. Tlie stanoard’around w hich 
they are now rallying is no t th e em blem 
of w ar; b u t it is not less their c u n try ’s 
banner w hich calls them to rally arouud 
th e standard of th e Prohibition party to 
nrcserve our civil institutions, w hich they 
believe are im periled by the m anufacture 
an d sale of spirituous liquors. 
Plym outh Society of California Pioneers 
was organized in A ugust last, and now has 
a m em bership of nearly fifty m em bers, and 
is in a flourishing condition as regards 
finances. 
T he Society has lost two m em ­ 
bers by death, but wc are adding new 
m em bers at- every m eeting, and at our last 
m eeting resolved to celebrate the coming 
4th of July, w ith the hope that the parent 
society, the A m ador California Pioneers o f 
Jackson, would unite w ith the Plym outh 
Pioneers in celebrating our natal day. 
I 
am sorry to notice, Mr. Editor, in alm ost 
every new spaper, the death of som e old 
pioneer who helped to open the pathw ay 
to civilization and com m erce on the shores 
of tlie Pacific. 
It is sail to part w ith them , 
but they are falling around us on every 
side. 
But our old pioneers do not Dass 
aw ay w ithout leaving 
an 
im perishable 
m onum ent to their m em ory, in having 
added one m ore star to the flag of their 
country, w hich is the brightest gem in her 
banner, crowned as it is w ith a golden 
diadem . 
W ho, let m e ask, Mr. Editor, will 
take th e place of the pioneers w hen they 
have passed aw ay ? 
The onlv hope of the 
pioneers is in the N ative Sons of the 
Golden W est, th at they will cherish and 
preserve the civil institutions founded by 
the pioneers, and carry forw ard th e noble 
work sif auspiciously com m enced by their 
sires.

seed of tlie Horns mullicaulis (the Chinese 
m ulberry), and at th e very m om ent his 
nursery was 
thriving. 
T he bill 
was 
adopted, and he soon reaped the “ rew ard ” 
for an artful and double m anipulation. In 
the m eantim e various lots of m ulberry 
seed were ordered from afar, and planted 
“ too late;” they grew not before the prize 
was appropriated. 
Those favored n u rs­ 
lings sprang from th e alluvial soil, near 
th e tow n o f W ashington, opposite Sacra­ 
m ento.

W infield Scott H ancock 
was au ideal soldier. 
N ature vouchsafed 
him the d o u b le gif: of a m artial soul and a 
physical fram e w hich in eariy m anhood 
m ade h im seem to h av e 
An eye like Mars, to threaten and command : 
A station like the herald Mercury . 
A com bination am i a form, indeed, 
Where every god did se. m to » t hi- tea'. 
To give the world assurance o* a man, 
and a iiiM ough soldier. 
In th e days of 
chivalry lie would have been as m arked as 
was Saladin or R ichard the Lion-H earted. 
H e was a sim ple-m inded soldier, too. 
The 
business of w ar was an exclusive one to 
him . 
Ilis thoughts were on the enem y in 
front and how to < rush him , and no dream 
of w hat m ight be behind disturbed hiht. 
H is record ir. the war was th at of one 
w ho struck the enem v w hen he found him , 
and never in vain. 
\V hcn, in the crisis of 
the W ilderness bait!,-, a pale messenger 
brought the news to G rant th at th e Second 
Corps had been rolled back and was in re­ 
treat. G rant m erely shook his head and said 
“I d o n 't believe it: th at is H ancock’s corps.” 
And he was right. T he sionny soul of the 
quiet com m ander, um n n -ciously perhaps 
to him self, had com prehended-how m uch 
force would be necessary to overcom e the 
resistance of that H ancock corps, and he 
did not believe the enem y could m uster 
th at force. 
T he m en who live upon the 
seashore, w here some rocky prom ontory 
ju ts into the sea, m ay calculate w hether 
the great waves th at the tem pests m ay 
drive in will sweep aw ay a w harf or pier 
or break-w ater, but they never give any 
thought to the prom ontory itself, for the 
pow er th at fashioned the sea and gave to 
th e hurricane its dom inion fashioned like­ 
wise the rocky wall to resist th e forces of 
the tw o com bined. 
On the shores o f a 
great battle H ancock was th e rocky wall 
against w hich all the waves of battle broke 
in vain. 
H is career as a soldier culm i­ 
nated at G ettysburg. 
H e reached the field 
ju st before sundow n on th e first day of the 
greatest of A m erican battles. 
Reynolds, 
in getting hi? com m and into position, had 
been killed abou’ 11 
a . m.. and H ow ard 
had been lighting a losing fight—losing 
two-fifths of iiis com m and—all the after­ 
noon against the sw arm ing hosts of both 
ILill and Ew ell and had been driven back 
through the town of G ettysburg, back over 
C ulp’s H ill, w here H ancock found him 
H ow ard had bc-en shaken in the uneqnul 
fight and had lost heavily, but he advised 
m aking a stand 
there, ami 
H ancock, 
glancing 
along 
Cemetery Ridge, s a id : 
" Yes, this is the place to light,” and sent 
hurried messages to Meade to h urry up the 
scattered arm y to that point. 
So prom pt 
was the respon ;e th at Sedgwick—the glori­ 
fied soldier, who the n ext year a t Spottsyl- 
vania Court-house, a t the extrem e front, 
was so quickly translated that the stnile on 
his face was transfixed—who w ith his com ­ 
m and was on th at m orning 35 m iles from 
the field, the n ex t afternoon took up his 
position in tlie im m ortal line. 
T he par­ 
tir star? of th a t fight are fam iliar to all. 
T here are m any here who can give them 
w ith a charru and directness w hich a new s­ 
paper can not, for they counted th e pulses 
of th a t upheaval, w hen Fate seemed to 
have its finger on the w rist of Liberty, to 
note how m uch exhaustion it could bear. 
It is enough to say th at w here H ancock 
was the 
w ar’s loudest thunders were 
aw akened; 
w hen th e cloud finally was 
lifted and rolled aw ay, in front of his ser­ 
ried lines—th at terrible left center—the 
dead lav thickest. 
H e was w ounded there 
and had never been quite his old self since, 
though he m oved w ith G rant on to R ich­ 
m ond, and was a host in liim self—the Ney 
of the arm y from the W ilderness to Cold 
H arbor. 
In 1880 be was nom inated for 
President, but his fame had been already 
m ade secure. 
W e th in k it was a m ercy to 
h im th at he was not elected, for his’ in- 
perious soul w ould have chafed at the 
duties o f the office for w hich he had re­ 
ceived no training, a? the caged eagle beats 
against his bam. 
H is last public appear­ 
ance was at the funeral of his com m ander, 
McClellan. 
A few weeks previous h e was 
m aster and M arshal at the funeral of 
G rant, and 
those w ho saw him 
then 
counted on his being spared yet for m anv 
a year. 
B ut the end has come. 
H e has 
followed the path th at his old com panions 
—G rant, 
McClellan. 
Burnside, H ooker, 
Meade, Sedgwick and the others—trod be­ 
fore him . 
He has gone to join th e fins! 
bivouac in the great encam pm ent, and bis 
life is rounded w ith the sleep th at conies at 
last to the brave " w ho sink to rest, w ith 
all their country’s honor's blest.”

this coast p. very different spirit prevails. 
It .is one of unrelenting antagonism, pure 
and simple. 
I t would seem to be quite 
enough to secure the opposition of one 
paper to any scheme to induce a rival to 
favor i t ; news disclosed by one may be 
vastly im portant and testify to commenda­ 
ble enterprise, but very often auy “ fore­ 
handedness” stimulates its contemporaries 
to studied efforts to belittle the m atter and 
reduce it to the minimum of importance. 
Q uite the same spirit prevails in the in­ 
terior—with here and there exceptions; 
but it is a bad spirit, and bad journalism. 
As the Encinal puts it, the one rule for 
newspaper guidance Should be advocacy of 
the right—to which we add, independence 
in action. 
The newspaper is best con­ 
ducted th at proceeds upon the theory that 
its readers look to it alone for information. 
In fact the reading public care very little 
or not at all for tlte rivalry between pa­ 
pers, or as to which leads and which fol­ 
lows. 
W hat the client of a paper wants is 
the news according to the value that 
journal places upon it, not according to the 
standard of contention and rivalry. 
The 
public is a discriminating and often a harsh 
judge, and when a paper fails to meet its 
need, it makes it known without anv hesi-

THE COMING VISITATION. 


It is estimated that next August the 
Grand Army representatives and their 
friends visiting the State will number be­ 
tween 30,000 and 40,000. 
Such an influx 
of visitors cannot have other than a most 
beneficial influence upon the State. It will 
present the land to them, it is true, in the 
brown e-oat of the dry season, and less in­ 
vitingly than if they should come in A pril 
or May. 
But they will be here in the 
midst of the fruit season. 
Tite harvest 
will mostly be over, and our people will 
have more time to devote to their guests 
than at any other season. 
We ought to 
arrange to get them out of the cities and 
into rural parts as frequently as possible. 
W hat it is desirable to show them most of 
all is our agricultural, fruit and vine land. 
W e may rest assured that southern Cali­ 
fornia will not let the opportunity escape 
it to make hay while the Grand Army sun 
shines. 
Northern and foothill California 
should be equally wise. 
It would lie a 
discreet investment to arrange excursions 
up the Sacramento valley on both sides of 
the river, and to give our guests such 
a 
pressing 
invitation 
to 
view 
the 
section 
which 
must 
become 
the 
center of 
i>opulation 
in 
this State, 
that declination will be almost impossible. 
The guests will leave in the State a very 
considerable amount of money, of course, 
but this should he the least of considera­ 
tions with us. 
W hat we want to improve 
with especial diligence, is the opportunity 
to show the promised land to as large a 
number of the visitors as is possible. They 
ought not to be allowed to ferm their esti­ 
mates of the State by the climate of San 
Francisco, or the fertile lands aliout the bay 
of San Francisco alone, and where but few 
of them can hope to get a foothold if they 
should be moved to come and dwell with 
us. 
They should be importuned to visit 
the Sacramento valley and such of the 
foothill region asean be reached with ordi­ 
nary convenience. 
Of course, they will 
be taken to Monterey and into the Santa 
( lara and Napa valleys, and probably So­ 
noma, which of late has manifested so 
much activity in inviting population. But 
they will scarcely get as far north as Red­ 
ding, or into the foothills along the lower 
margin of the Sacramento and tite upper 
m argin of the San Joaquin valley, unless 
sjtecial inducements are offered. 
W e re­ 
peat, it will be a wise policy and a paying 
investment to make it an easy m atter to 
penetrate the agricultural and horticultural 
interior. 


MAKE FOOLS OF US. 


RIVALRY IN JOURNALISM 


The Alameda Encinal, in a very able 
paper on journalism, takes the position 
that a pajter should be an observer, and an­ 
ticipate, not follow. 
It should appreciate 
the situation in social and political sys­ 
tems, and use its power according to a high 
sense of duty and responsibility. It should 
not be the tool of selfish interests, but do 
its utmost to preserve the harmonies of so­ 
ciety. 
But while this is mainly true, the 
newspaper need not fear to follow, when 
the leader is fit and the leading right. 
There is no such inestimable virtue in 
being “original,” as, unfortunately, is held 
by so many newspaper men. 
There is a 
deal of harm done in journalism because of 
the alísurd idea among many that it is good 
journalism only when the paper is fore­ 
most. 
This idea is mostly prevalent, how­ 
ever. among the newspaper men of the 
lesser cities. 
In New York and Boston 
and Philadelphia, however, it 
is 
less 
known. It is common, indeed, for journal­ 
ists there to approve the views of papers to 
which, in most respects, they are opposed 
the only test applied being that of sound­ 
ness. 
Thus, it is not uncommon to find 
the Tribune joining heartily in schemes 
proposed by the llorM, and according 
credit to its contemporary, to which, in 
most respects, its antagonism is bitter : nor 
to find the ll'orW or Post indorsing the 
Tribune in a movement greatly to the 
credit of the latter, and originating with 
it. 
So, too, the Sun 
and Advertiser 
and Herald, and about all the others, are 
frank and manly in their ascription of 
credit for originality or vigor, however 
much their political views may run coun­ 
ter to each, other, or their business be 
.hotly com petí'ive. In the metropolis of

HOW THEY 


The case of the Chinese woman who was 
arrested a few days ago in this city for 
larceny, on what was evidently a trumped 
up charge, is only another instance of the 
contempt in which the Chinese hold our 
laws. 
It lias been a common thing to do, 
as 
was done in this case, and return 
fugitives to slavery of the most wretched 
kind by the aid of our laws. 
A slave 
escapes ; a warrant is sworn out for her ar­ 
rest on a trivial charge; an officer of the 
law searches for the fugitive and arrests 
her. 
Immediately bail is given for her 
appearance, and always by those who laid 
the charge against her. 
She is thus again 
in the hands of her “ masters.” 
If the 
Courts insist on the case being brought to 
trial, a thin disguise is assumed by the 
prosecution, which makes up a case that 
it is intended from the outset shall fail. 
Sometimes a dummy husband is brought 
forward, willing, as in this case, to be re­ 
married to the woman “ American fashion,” 
as a means of convincing the stupid 
Caucasian that the slave is not a slave. 
But all this miserable subterfuge is trans­ 
parent. 
It is a broad farce, with a tragic 
background. 
Slavery, and the basest kind 
of slavery, is visible behind it.

women as they would cattle. 
They force 
the human chattels to live in houses of in­ 
famy, that their “ owners’ ” purses may be 
fattened. 
W hen the victims grow old, or 
rot with disease, they are turned out to 
die or to be supjtorted at the expense of 
the American taxpayers. 
If, in despera 
tion, they escape from bondage, the law is 
invoked to regain control of them, and 
Usually 
with 
complete success. 
The 
mockery of a trial is sometimes gone 
through with, but oftenest the charge is 
dismissed by the prosecution, and there 
the m atter ends. 
There would be fewer of 
these outrages upon decency and the law ; 
fewer of these cruel and merciless woman 
hunts, ¡f our magistrates would refuse to 
perm it the machinery of the law to be 
made a cat’s-paw for villainous purposes. 
The bar is supposed to represent a deal of 
dignity and honor and high-mindedness, 
but it always happens that lawyers can be 
found to aid the Chinese in these misuses 
of the law. 
The potent “ fee ” covers the 
conscience; the form of the law gives a 
seeming of regularity, and so the shame­ 
less drama is every now and then repeated, 
and society and the law and decency scan­ 
dalized, while the cunning Chinese woman- 
dealcrs chuckle and laugh in their sleeves ‘ 
at the stupidity of the despised American, 
who, alas, lias no kinship with the Celes­ 
tial Empire, and is entitled to no protec­ 
tion from the brother of the sun and the 
sister of the moon.

building, land or m ining claim, the use of 
which will afford them subsistence and 
thus prolong their stay among U3. 
4. To refuse to patronize any person who 
employs Mongolians, or purchase the pro­ 
ducts of their labor, when such products 
can be obtained from people of our own 
race. 
5. That we are in favor of a law or regu­ 
lation compelling all persons who deal or 
traffic in opinm to pay a m onthly license 
of $25, excepting only druggists, who may 
sell upon the prescription of a regular phy­ 
sician. 
6. That we will encourage, aid and co­ 
operate in any movement hereafter, peace­ 
ful and lawful in its character, that will 
hasten and facilitate the exodus of the en­ 
tire coolie race from our shores. 
7. That we do not propose to confiscate 
or unlawfully take possession of any real 
or personal property belonging to Mongol­ 
ians, without due compensation therefor.

A nother popular error has been ex­ 
ploded. 
The general belief is that hydro­ 
phobia is indicated in the affected one by 
endeavors to bark like a dog and in repug­ 
nance to water. 
In the Clinical Society, 
New York, last week, the m atter was dis­ 
cussed, and the doctors agreed that the 
popular diagnosis of hydrophobia is one of 
error. 
Dr. Rossa went so far as to assert 
that the signs in a dog usually supposed 
to indicate rabies are very deceitful. 
Dr. 
Hammond insisted that hydrophobia can­ 
not be cured, and he denounced as utterly 
untrue all stories about people having the 
disease years after having been bitten by 
mad dogs. 
The truth is, he said, the 
pathology of the disease is not known, and 
the medical profession is not a unit as to 
the cause, 
a patient goes after being bitten without 
developing symptoms the safer he ¡s. 
It 
was asserted that there are demonstrated 
cases of hydrophobia from fear. 
It was 
advised that the dog supposed to be mad 
should not lie killed at once, but kept 
until it can be seen if in reality lie is mad, 
since that is necessary to ascertain whether 
the person bitten is in danger. 
Dr. H am ­ 
mond insisted from his experience in 
twenty-five cases that a half-hour's draw­ 
ing of the wound by suction is the most 
efficacious treatm ent, and that no one need 
fear to apply the mouth to such a wound. 
This physician, who, by the way, stands 
very high in the profession, had no confi­ 
dence in Pasteur’s methods, and raised the 
issue as to the cases healed by Pasteur 
really 
being 
hydrophobic. 
H e also 
threw 
down 
the 
gantlet 
to 
Pas­ 
teur on this statem ent: 
“ Hydrophobia 
cannot be produced by inoculation. 
The 
poison of it cannot be taken from the dis­ 
eased brain of a rabbit. 
It must come 
from the saliva.” 
Dr. Dana thought these 
criticisms on Pasteur severe, especially 
since a committee of the French Academy 
had certified that Pasteur did produce 
hydrophobia by inoculation of lower ani­ 
mals with the virus from a rabid dog. Dr. 
Smith stated his experience to be that per­ 
sons bitten by dogs can bring on hydro­ 
phobia by the force of their imagination. 
Dr. Satterthw aite certified to cases of hy­ 
drophobia caused by fear, and added that, 
out of 9,000 cases of sickness in one of the 
great hospitals, there was but one case of 
hydrophobia, and a post mortem did not 
reveal any evidence of the disease.

other doctor, who also believed hydro­ 
phobia to be exceedingly rare, told of a

Yesterday was beautiful ami bright for 
the second day of the Encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. Additional 
delegates arrived, and the work of cordial 
greetings and canvassing for favorite candi­ 
dates for Department Commander made 
the day exceedingly lively. 
The forenoon session opened at 9 o’clock 
and was fully attended. The first business 
was hearing the report of the committee to 
whom was referred the annual reports of 
the various Department officers. The re­ 
port complimented said officers, and ad­ 
vised that the recommendations contained 
in the reports be adopted. 
One point 
recommended was in favor of urging Con­ 
gress, by resolution, to pass the bill now 
before that body making an appropriation 
of $190,000 for a Soldiers’ Home west of 
the Rocky Mountains. 
Also, that an al­ 
lowance or salary be fixed for the Assistant 
Adjutant-General, also for the Assistant 
Quartermaster-General, owing to the large 
am ount of work to be done and time ex­ 
pended at department headquarters pend­ 
ing the coming National Encampment. 
The report of the committee was unan­ 
imously approved. 
GENERAL MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE. 
The Encampment then took into con­ 
sideration, in Committee of the Whole, 
the report concerning the General Commit­ 
tee for Management of the General E n­ 
campment. Afier considerable discussion 
Junior Vice-Commander H. C. Dibble of­ 
fered the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted : 
W hereas, It appears by the statem ent of facts 
in the report of the Departm ent Commander,

Resolved, T hat the General Committee of Man­ 
agem ent, as now constituted, shall be contin­ 
ued until otherwise ordered by this Encamp* 
rnent, or. in the recess of the Encam pm ent, by 
the Departm ent Commander, upon advice of 
the Council of Administration. 
Resolved, T hat it is the dutv of the .Depart 
m ent Commander and Council of Adm inistra­ 
tion to have general charge and oversight of 
all m atters relating to the coming meeting of 
tite National Encam pm ent, to fill all vacancies 
which m ay occur in the General Committee of 
Management, to add to the m em bersliip of that 
com m ittee, should they desire any stteh addi­ 
tion for the interests of the Department, to audit 
and approve the final accounts of tlte com m it­ 
tee, receive and transm it to this Encam pm ent

If there 
is anything that can aid her in preserving 
her equanimity, it is the sudden possession 
of rich silver pieces with which to adorn 
the snowy damask of her tea-table.

MILITARY JÍ0TFS. 
THE SITUATION. 
The Last Battalion Drill, a n d 
laneons Matters. 
The battalion drill which took place 
W ednesday evening in the armory was 
witnessed from the galleries by a very large 
and interested audience, tbe ladies turning 
out en masse as usual. 
A portion o f the 
four city companies engaged m the drill, 
Lieutenant Fred Birdsall in command of 
Company A, Captain John Cook of Com­ 
pany B. Captain H. W einstock ot Company 
E and Lieutenant M. H. Sheehan of Com­ 
pany G. 
The principal movements em ­ 
braced in the drill were as follows : “ On 
right into line” from column o f compa­ 
nies; “ Right o f companies, rear into col­ 
umn 
*• Right and left front into line” 
from column of companies, with “ facings 
to the rear” added, wheeling from column 
into line and from line into column, com­ 
panies breaking from the right to march 
to the left, etc. 
All of these movements 
were very handsomely executed, and so 
promptly that there was very little delav. 
and scarcely any instruction needed frotn 
the officer in command. 
We noticed par­ 
ticularly that the fine imposed on one com­ 
pany at the last drill, for being tardy at the 
assembly of the battalion, had an excellent 
effect, every company being on hand W ed­ 
nesday night reaily to march when Adju­ 
tant's call was sounded. 
Each was in posi­ 
tion as if in its company streets in camp, 
hence line was formed without delav. 
After the regular drill eight skeleton com­ 
panies were formed, and instruction given 
in forming a column of defense in the 
streets of a city for the survpres?;-:; uf riot­ 
ous assemblages, etc., as laid down in the 
rules and regulation. 
The formation is 
simple, easily handled, and the only ob­ 
jectionable feature that we can see in it is 
that it is so compact that bombs thrown 
from buildings into the center of the square 
would be very likely to injure many of the 
men and virtually “ wipe o u t” the officers, 
who are all in the center. 
W hile this portion o f the evening drill 
was not so satisfactory as the regular bat­ 
talion evolutions, owing to want of prac­ 
tice, it was demonstrated that it can be 
mastered rapidly. 
Commanders of com­ 
panies were quick to understand what was 
needed, and all seemed impressed with the 
usefulness of the drill. 
The firings from 
the square formation were most excellent, 
except in the case of one or two of Com­ 
pany A ’s boys, who are a little unsteady, 
anil we noticed the same m en in the same 
company at dress parade commence to look 
about them after the command “ parade 
rest,” as if the command had been " In 
place rest." 
One of these men should 
know better, at least, as he is an old mem­ 
ber of the company, and if he took as much 
interest while on drill as he does when 
tossing a ball he would not be found fault 
with. 
Through some oversight on tue part 
of the officer in command of tlie color 
company, the 
color 
guard 
had 
their 
bayonets “ fixed ” at dress parade. 
We 
noticed, also, that Sergeant Ed. Sheelian, of 
Company G, was puzzled in com ing to the 
front and center to report, as he started to 
march toward theleft. instead of tothe right, 
being in the left wing. 
As a whole, the 
drill was very satisfactory, and the guides 
did excellent work. 
Lieutenant Rest, of Company B, has sent 
in his resignation, his duties being such 
that he cannot attend to drills. 
H is com­ 
pany regrets his less, as lie is well liked and 
nas been a faithful officer.

done by the “ head man ” at San Francisco. 
The Chinaman w ho was giving the in ­ 
formation thought the main hope they had 
was that when the fruit and hop-picking 
tim e came their services would again be in 
demand, and they would then be able to 
earn enough to leave the State, either for 
borne or for the East. 
M eanwhile they 
w ill do the best they can, and hope for as­ 
sistance from general headquarters. The

Chinaman looked at the matter in a more 
lugubrious manner.

Chinatown is filling up with Chinamen 
w ho have been driven from other places, 
and idle men that belong here, but haven’t 
any work. 
The white men won’t hire 
them, and Chinamen that have money 
want it for themselves. 
You see, pretty 
soon som e of them w ill starve, and others 
w ill steal and the ia.il w ill be full. 
I guess 
the policemen won’t arrest many more for 
sleeping in small rooms, for they must 
sleep somewhere, and they are getting close 
together. 
Do they want’ to go to China? 
1 es, but they can’t, unless someone pavs 
their fare. 
The fare is $25 from San Fran­ 
cisco, hut if it was $5 the poor ones couldn’t 
go. 
How is a man going to pay $.5 when 
he can’t buy his supper, 
i guess by and 
by, if things go on, the people w ill hire 
ships and send them away.”

WHY THEY SHOULD GO. 


S o m e o f th e R eason* S tated for E xp u l­ 
sion o f th e C hinese. 
E ds. R eoobd-U kiok : T h e popular m ove­ 
m en t against the prestige o f C hinese servile 
labor w hich was inaugurated a short tim e 
sin ce by th e people o f Sacram ento, and 
w h ich has spread w ith alm ost spontaneous 
rapidity all over the State, m ust indeed be 
gratifying to every advocate o f justice and 
equity, and especially to those w h o believe 
in upholding the dignity o f Am erican 
labor. 
T h e m ovem ent is th e m ore gratify­ 
in g because it has been instigated at the 
h ands o f th e very best citizens o f the 
State, and is therefore full o f prom ise for 
good results. 
T he incendiary threats o f 
th e sandlotter, the inflam m atory bleatings 
o f the foreigner 
just 
landed, and the 
odious grow ls o f the grocery bum m er, have 
been supplanted by the 
unim passioned 
considerations o f the active business m en 
o f the leading cities, w ho have studied the 
vexed problem in all its bearings u n til 
they have becom e 
convinced that 
the 
m oral, social and com m ercial interests o f 
th e State dem and the rem oval o f the C hi­ 
nese in oar m idst. 
It is gratifying to know that our Eastern 
friends can no lunger meet our denuncia­ 
tion of the Chinese with the cry that only 
the rabble—the irresponsible element—are 
opposed to the heathen as a rival laborer. 
It shows conclusively that not only is 
white labor affected by such menial compe­ 
tition. but business and society are injured 
as well. The condition of white labor in 
the State the past year has been such as to 
clearly indicate that something m ust be 
done, and that speedily. Honest, sober, 
industrious laborers, m any borne down 
with the responsibility of large families, 
can be found in every part of the State, un­ 
able to procure employment one-half the 
time. Any one who says there are not 
such cases does not know whereof ne 
speaks, and can be convinced by instituting 
investigations in any town in the State. At 
the same time we can find Chinamen any­ 
where conducting laundries, gardens, chop­ 
ping wood, clearing land, or doing some­ 
thing, out of which they make a living, 
because it costs them very little to live. 
Of course, we cannot drive them out of 
the Slate by force, to make room for the 
white laborer, because our laws give them 
a right here. But we can make an organ­ 
ized refusal to give them employment, and 
thereby effect the desired result. The ex­ 
cuse pleaded heretofore by the employers 
of Chinese, that sober, steady white men 
were hard to procure, will not apply at this 
time, however applicable it may have been 
in days gone by. 
I venture to say the la­ 
borers of California to-day will compare, 
in point of sobriety and trustworthiness, to 
those of any State in this country. Be­ 
sides, it would indeed be a sad commentary 
on our own people if we had to go to the 
heathen Chinee for good morals. The 
writer, in common with many other native 
born Americans, has every reason to be­ 
lieve himself as honest, as sober, as in­ 
dustrióos and in every way as reliable 
as any heathenish serf that ever escaped 
from the thraldom of China. If our so­ 
ciety can be elevated by the introduction of 
a class of people who exist more like swine 
than human beings, and who draw their 
divine inspirations from their idolatrous 
Josh, and have no moral fear of anything 
but the devil, then we are sadly in need of 
social reform. 
Another theory which has been set up by 
the advocates of Chinese labor is cheapness, 
as a piansible excuse for its utilization ; but 
a more false line of argum ent could scarcely 
be put forth. Because a Chinaman can be 
'employed at a less price per Jav than a 
white man can. it does not necessarily fol­ 
low that his labor is cheaper. It is true 
the Monogolian becomes quite an adept in 
some trades, where he has devoted years 
of practice; but to say that he can com­ 
pete with his white brother wiien it comes 
to genuine manual labor, is quite another 
thing. 
You can drive the heathen with a 
club, and he will accept the indignity with 
a true servile grace, but to draw out an in­ 
crease of physical skill is an utter impossi­ 
bility. 
When we have deprived the advo­ 
cates of Chinese labor of these two lines of 
argument we have left them withon, a 
single avenue of defense. 
The Chinaman 
is not wanted 
here 
any more than other moral or social pesti­ 
lence. We want him to take his degrading 
vices, his heathenish customs, his deprav­ 
ing influences upon our «oclety, and return 
to whence ho came. We have a super­ 
abundance of white laborers who are in 
actual need of the labor he performs : men 
w ith families, who will strive to buiid up 
society, instead of standing in the way. a 
distinct menace to the future peace and 
best social interests of our proud State. 
It 
is false philanthropy to further talk of 
sympathy for a class' of depraved beings, 
who, coming here as the serfs of a foreign 
country, have no respect for our laws, no 
regard for our society, and whose every 
Vx'ial 
custom 
Is 
"utterly at variance 
with every sense 
of 
decency. 
This, 
too. in the face of the fact that there 
.are hundreds, even thousands, of good, de­ 
serving white men in the Staie who are 
anxious to obtaiu employment, which can­ 
not be had. They come here against our 
known wishes. They have no love for us, 
and a disdain for onr country and its cus­ 
toms. Their earnings over and above a 
miserably scanty living go to their owners 
in China, w hither they themselves return 
as soon as they work out their freedom. It 
is the qnintescence of folly and absurdity to 
give them employment in preference" to. 
white men. 
Let lis hope that the move­ 
ment so auspiciously begun by the good 
people of Sacramento will not be relin­ 
quished until every Celestial in the State 
will be compelled to go elsewhere to earn 
his opium and rice. Then, and not till 
then, can we hope to sustain the dignity of 
labor in our fair State and place our social 
future on a safe footing.

P ersu ad in g tb e C hinese at R angor. 
Ens. R kivieii U niox : Our town waked 
up from its lethargy on the coolie question 
last week, and a meeting was called, a club 
formed and a Committee on Resolutions 
appointed. S. Turner is the President and 
E. F. Gulick the Secretary of the league. 
The regular meeting night of the organiza­ 
tion is Friday of each week. The work has 
opened up in earnest, and the Chinese of 
this section will soon be advised that they 
are not wanted. At the last meeting of 
the league the Committee on Resolutions, 
consisting of Messrs. W. N. Rowe. A. A. 
Adams. B. I-atnbert. J. B. Atchison and E. 
F. Gnlic, reported the following, which 
were unanimously adopted : 
We, the citizens of Bangor, Butte countv, 
California, constituting the Anti-Chinese 
League of Bangor, do hereby agree upon 
the following resolutions, that we may 
unite to form a more i>erfect and sys­ 
tematic method of procedure for the pur­ 
pose of freeing ourselves from the evils in ­ 
flicted upon us by the presence of the Chi­ 
nese. 
Be it resolved that the Chinese must go, 
and that we will use all just and honorable 
means within our power to accomplish 
that e n d : that we mutually agree not to 
employ or patronize Chinamen ; that we 
will discourage and prevent, so far as in us 
lies, their employment or patronization by 
others: that we consider their presence a 
very great social, financial, intellectual and 
moral 
ev il, 
that 
we 
will 
co-operate 
w ith 
all 
sim ilar 
organizations 
in 
using 
lawful 
means 
to 
effect 
their 
perm anent 
removal 
from 
this 
State: 
that we give white labor and the products 
of the Caucasian race our decided prefer­ 
ence, and favor the system of boycotting 
those who will n o t: that we request and 
urge all persons in this community to sign 
these resolutions, thereby pledging them ­ 
selves upon their word mid honor to abide 
thereby.

article in th e W elkly U nion o f February 
6th, under th e above caption, w hich I 
th in k requires m ore attention than the 
m ere reading. 
In it there are tw o cases o f 
pardoning. 
T h e first b ein g that o f one 
“ John Ashcroft, w h o w as convicted o f an 
assault to m urder, at th e J u ly term . 1879. 
in Sonom a county, and sentenced to a term 
o f fourteen years in th e State Prison at San 
Q u en tin .” 
J: seem s that the pardon w as granted 


upon th e recom m endation o f th e 8tate 
Prison Directors, ” w ho claim that a ten 
years' sentence w as adequate p u nishm ent, 
considering h is offense ” (assault to m ur­ 
der), “ and that a ten years’ sentence, 
counting credits, has now expired.” 
O f course, I know n oth in g about this 
case : but w hat I w ould lik e to kn ow is, 
w here did those State Prison Directors get 
their authority, either express or im plied, 
to criticise and find fault w ith the judg­ 
m ents o f Courts, and say—for it am ounts 
to th is—that “ Joh n D oe sh ou ld on ly have 
been sentenced to ten years' im prisonm ent, 
instead o f fourteen?” 
V e r ily .it w ould 
seem those Directors are not em barrassed 
in the perform ance o f their supposed offi­ 
cial duties by m odesty. 
A n d now as to th e other case, w hich is 
that o f the Chinam an A h H ow . w ho it 
seem s w as convicted o f m urder in th e first 
degree and sentenced to im prison m ent for 
life. 
It appears that it was afterwards 
ascertained that A h H ow w as convicted 
upon perjured testim ony, and that h e was 
in nocent o f the crim e. 
S till th i pardon 
w as conditioned that "lie leave the State 
forthw ith, never to return.” 
This case is a duplicate of many others I 
have noticed in the papers. W hy it is that 
when a person has been convicted and sen­ 
tenced to the State Prison for life or a term 
of years, and it is afterwards ascertained 
that the conviction was secured through 
perjury and that the party is innocent of 
the crime—why upon their release they 
should be driven out of the State and 
never allowed to return, is beyond my 
comprehension. Can you tell? J. W. E.

A n I m p o r t a n t S t r i k e .—The following 
is from the Nevada Transcript. 
Last Thursday afternoon the Texas Com­ 
pany made what is now considered an im­ 
portant strike in their tunnel. For a long 
time they have been running a tunnel to 
tap some of Iheir ledges, and on the day 
above mentioned a ledge of fine-looking 
quartz was found which prospects better 
than anything heretofore found in that sec­ 
tion ol the Willow Valley District. 
The 
size of the ledge is not known, but it is be­ 
lieved to be three or four feet. Rock con­ 
taining free gold is seen in the ledge, and it 
is believed now that they are about uncov­ 
ering a pay chute. 
If ibis proves true, 
some half dozen other claims will be started 
up itiimediately, as by this strike the pay 
chute of that section will be easily traced. 
There is more quartz in that section, near 
the surface, than in any other part of the 
district. but the trouble has bet n that the 
assays were always very low. Years ago it 
was predicted that if ever a pay chute was 
discovered in the 
Texas, or adjoining 
ground, and no one doubts its existence, 
Willow Valley would be the liveliest m in­ 
ing district in the county. 
It will take 
several days to ascertain the importance of 
the strike at the Texas. 


I ncreased Land V alcb».—T he Auburn 
Argus says: 
Three or four years ago a certain tract of 
1*10 acres was offered to a Golfax gentleman 
for $40*1, or $2 50 per acre. H e had not 
sufficient faith in the resources of the coun­ 
try to take it. A year or so afterward the 
land was sold to John Dawson for $1,600, 
equal to $10 per acre. The other day the 
party to whom the land was first offered— 
•“ for a song,” to use tbe old phrase—wanted 
to know what Mr. Dawson wonld take for 
a forty-acre tract. H is price was $1.600, or 
$10 per acre. The party of the first part 
took the matter under advisement. It is 
possible that a year or two hence, when he 
concludes to take it, the land will be worth 
$100 per acre.

“ It is better that each of us should go to 
Greece with silver than that a few have 
only gold." This was a principle laid 
•down thousand of years ago, and time has 
demonstrated the truth of the theory ever 
since. 


S tarlioht S now. — The Signal Service 
officer at Philadelphia noted a most un­ 
usual phenomenon on Saturday night. 
W hile making the 11 o'clock observation 
he noticed a very perceptible precipitation 
of snow, which was tailing steadily, and at 
the saíne time the stars shone brightly for 
a distance of 35 or 40 degrees around the 
zenith. This strange occurrence has been 
noticed but once before in the annals of 
that city, and that took place about ten 
years ago but the fa!! was not so marked 
and the stars were not near so brilliant. 
There is the record of a sim ilar phenome­ 
non in Switzerland some time ago, and it 
attracted considerable attention. It is ac­ 
counted for by the meeting of two currents 
of air, one much ooWer than the other. 


F ond of F ish .—Th e ow ner of a carp 
pond near R aleigh, N. C., has captured and 
partly dom esticated tw o snow y herons. Oc­ 
casionally h e takes h is birds "to the edge ef 
a large pond and lets them feed. B y throw ­ 
in g in crum bs h e attracts thousands o f 
shiners and other sm all fishes to th e feet ot 
the birds, w hich adroitly snap them up and 
sw allow them head first.

South A fri­ 
ca, and so favorable is th e clim ate that 
flowers in open air m ay be had every m onth 
in th e year. 
W hen a can of preserved provisions is 
opened, and only a portion of its contents 
removed, the air acts upon the tin and sol­ 
der and causes the contents to dissolve por­ 
tions of them. 
Marble often becomes dull in appearance 
from use. To make a polish for it, take 
one-half ounce cf magnesia, two ounces of 
oxalic arid, one pint of warm rain water. 
Use a white woolen cloth. 
To sweeten musty barrels throw in burn­ 
ing coals, and then cold water. Public 
brewers wash their casks with lime and 
water mixed nearly to the consistency of 
paint, let it rem ain until dry, and then 
wash well with water. 
To take creases out of drawing-paper or 
engravings, lay the paper or engraving, 
face downward, on a sheet of smooth, un­ 
sized paper: cover it with another sheet of 
the same, very slightly damped, and iron 
with a moderately warm fiat-iron. 
To make gold liquid for decorations 
about the home, m ix bronze powder with 
gum w ater; a little spirits of wine will 
m -ke it keep better. The proportions are 
easily ascertained by trial. Pieces of glass 
may be put in the bottom to assist in shak­ 
ing’up the heavy powder, which settles at 
tbe bottom. 
An excellent polish for hard wood furni­ 
ture and floors, and one which requires 
very little rubbing, is sail! to be found in a 
very simple m ixture of sweet oil and vine­ 
gar, using twice as much vinegar as oil. 
If the wood looks very dull and drv, it will 
be well to rub once with linseed oil and 
beeswax boiled together, but the sweet oil 
and vinegar for constant use is proved good 
by experience. 
Ordinaly flat embroidery may be pressed 
with a hot iron on the wrong side, laying 
the piece on a damp cloth ; but, asth is 
treatment would ruin raised work, like 
ribbon embroidery, arasene work, etc., a 
better way is to lay a wet towel on the 
table or the carpet; spread over this the 
Diece of work, right side up. aud tack 
tightly to the floor, taking care to draw it 
tight enough to remove all w rinkles; let it 
dry in this position. Some draw work of 
this kind by holding it over boiling water 
and steaming it. and then tack out on the 
carpet as described. 
Roses and all flowers containing perfumed 
oils may be made to yield their aromatic 
qualities by steeping the petals in a saucer 
of water, and setting it in the sun. The 
water should be soft, or rain water, and a 
sufficient quantity allowed for evaporation. 
In a few days a film will cover the water. 
This is the essential oil of the tiowcr— 
every particle is impregnated with the 
odor, it must be taken up carefully and 
put in tiny vials, which should remain 
oj>en till all the remaining water is evap­ 
orated. A few drops of this will perfume 
glove boxes, apparel, etc.. and will last a 
long time. 
A n ' extremely pretty novelty 
is tbe 
Italian growing vases. 
Although they are 
a new invention, tbey have received gen­ 
eral patronage and 
approval for their 
simple yet beautiful effect. The vase must 
be soaked under water for at least twelve 
hours, then as soon as taken out of the 
water, and while it is still wet, cover it 
with the seel (which is supplied with the 
vase) bv sprinkling it on. taking care not to 
leave any part uncovered ; then at once fill 
it with water, and every morning refill it if 
the water be decreasing. In a few days the 
vase will be covered with a beautiful green 
foliage. This is very effective, making a 
handsome ornament. These porous pots 
arc said to be healthy in a room, as the 
herba growing on them absorb dump and 
foul air.—[W oman's Magazine.

advance over the cost sufficient to cover the 
expense of handling the goods. 
Director D evlin was opposed to having 
the State go into the retail grocery busi­ 
ness, because it creates grounds for scandal. 
It was found that the adoption of the reso­ 
lution w hich did aw ay’w ith ihecom m issaiy 
store had proved a great saving to the 
State, and he was opposed to rescinding 
th at action. 
T he resolution was therefore 
laid on the table. 
T h e Board restored the 
credit of th irty days to a prisoner nam ed 
B arrett, w ho had forfeited it by violating 
th e rules of the prison. 
A m otion to consider applications for 
pardon or conm iuta'ion in open session was 
loSt. 
A com m unication from the California 
D oor Com pany, asking f o r a reduction of 
20 per cent, for sixty days in addition to 
the 20 per cent, already m ade in th e output 
of tiie door m anufactory, was referred to 
W arden Shirley, to see w hat arrangem ent 
could be m ade w ith the com pany. 
T he Board went into executive session, 
and agreed to recom m end th e com m utation 
of Chas. II. W ilson’s sentence from thirty 
years to six. and a pardon to David Car- 
ric-k. 
T he application of F elix J. Hoin.

AGGRESSIVENESS OF THE OVER­ 
LAND RAILWAY WAR. 


John Kelly's Condition —Running 
Match—Pacific Mail Belliger­ 
ent—Foreign Affairs.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


T he O verland R ailroad W ar. 
C h icago, February 19th.—Ap overland 
ra ilw a y war, growing out of the collapse of 
the Transcontinental Association, was in­ 
stituted to-day in a thoroughly aggressive 
way, both as to passenger and freight traffic. 
A ll lines running west and southwest from 
this city, having California connections, 
were booking passengers to-day to San 
Francisco at $70 tor first-class unlimited, 
$60 for first-class limited, $42 for second- 
class and emigrant. In the matter for con­ 
tracting for freight, no rates are quoted, 
but the agents have been given a carte 
blanche to secure business at any figure!, 
and it is known that very large reductions 
are being made. 
The Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe did not announce its rates un­ 
til this morning, awaiting until the initia­ 
tive had been taken by the Union and 
Southern Pacific Companies. Officials of the 
Atchison Company assert that the war has 
been forced 
upon 
them against their 
wishes, and owing to their claim to what 
they deemed an equitable percentage of 
the overland traffic 
The First Vice-Presi­ 
dent of the Atchison Company, to-day, 
speaking of the situation, said that the 
company had given notice of its intention 
to withdraw from the Transcontinental 
Association December -4, 1885, for the rea­ 
son that the Association was not being 
conducted upon what they deemed proper 
business principles. The Atchison Com­ 
pany had purchased an unfinished railroad 
in southern California, known as the Cali­ 
fornia Southern Railroad, and afterwards 
proceeded to construct 100 miles additional 
from Colton, the junction with the South­ 
ern Pacific, to Barstow, the junction with 
the Atlantic and Pacific road, which was 
completed November 1st. The purchase and 
completion of this road placed the Atchison 
Company, 
according to its claim, in 
a position to handle and control at least 
one-half of the business to and from south­ 
ern California, and, as there were but two 
roads into that territory, they claimed that 
they were entitled to 50 per cent, of the 
business. It was on this claim that the 
Association split at its meeting in New 
York City. The Atchison Company asked 
that California be divided into two dis­ 
tricts, the northern to lie north of Mojave 
harbor, and the southern south of that 
point. All the other roads interested—the 
southern Pacific, Central Pacific. Texas Pa­ 
cific, Union Pacific. Denver and Rio Grande 
and Burlington and Missouri, in Nebraska 
— opposed 
this claim 
of the Atchi­ 
son Company. 
The official, summing 
up, 
said : 
“ Throughout 
the 
entire 
contest tiie Atchison Company has been on 
the defensive, but inasmuch as the Union 
ami Southern Pacific roads have seen fit to 
initiate a war in rates, it is the purpose of 
our company to meet them at every corner, 
and to see that the public has the full ben­ 
efit to be derived, if such a thiDg is possi­ 
ble, from low transportation. 
While the 
Atchison Company deeply regrets the posi­ 
tion to which it lias been forced, through 
the combined action of other members of 
the Association, and fully realizes the de­ 
plorable results which are to be expected, 
and which have always heretofore ob­ 
tained, so far as revenue is concerned, from 
a war in rates, they do not propose to give 
up the contest until the question of equity 
is conceded to their interests.’’ None of the 
leading officials of any of the other roads 
directly interested have been in the city, 
and their views upon the situation have 
not been obtained. 
The connecting roads 
out of this city are passive, and do not ex­ 
pect to become embroiled in the fight be­ 
yond reducing the through rates to the ex­ 
tent ot the reduction of rates announced by 
the warring roads from their terminal 
points. 


FREIGHT RATES ORDERED OCT. 
N ew Y o r k , February 19th.—To-day the 
Eastern agent of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railroad received orders to cut 
the freight tarifi rates to meet those offered 
by any of the Western lines. As a result 
the freight rates were to-day reduced about 
30 per cent. The “ Sunset route ” has also 
cut rates, but to what extent is not gen­ 
erally known. Shippers at this time of 
year are not making many consignments, 
and the roads, therefore, make liberal terms 
with them, In order to secure business. It 
is therefore difficult to ascertain, at the 
offices of the company, just what rates are 
made. Officials of the “ Sunset route” are 
now at work upon a new tariff schedule, 
which it is expected will be completed and 
put into force on or before Monday next. 
T he P acific M ail Steam sh ip C om pany. 


•N ew Y o r k , February 19th.—The Direct­ 
ors of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
were in session all the forenoon at Russell 
Sage s office. They adjourned after unani­ 
mously agreeing to put on a weekly line 
aud get the best rates possible, to buy one 
new steamer and build another. Russell 
Sage, in an interview, said of the Pacific 
Mail : “ We will fight to get all the busi­ 
ness we can. If on the cut rates we can 
earn dividends, we shall pay them. The 
outlook is not encouraging. The stocks 
which have had the greatest rise will now 
experience the heaviest fall. There is a 
good deal in the present conditions to shake 
out the long stocks.” 
R unning M atch. 
New Y o r k, February 19th.—The athlete, 
Myers, practically stepped into the pro­ 
fessional ranks yesterday, at the Spirit of 
the Tímen office, when he and George signed 
the necessary papers and posted $250 a side 
forfeiture for a series of three races, for

N ew Y o r k , February 19th.—The World 
says : Since the sickness of John Keily 
was first made known to the public every 
effort lias been made by the family to keep 
the true state of his illness from farther 
publicity. Although all inquiries among 
the sick man’s physicians are met with 
evasive answers, it has been told by the 
family that Kelly may die at any moment. 
M ore P u g ilistic T alk. 
Boston, February 19th. — William G. 
Harding, representative of Richard K. Fox, 
arrived from New' York this morning and 
had a private conference with John L. Sul­ 
livan. The result of the talk is not defi­ 
nitely known, but John T. Kennedy, man­ 
ager of Sullivan's saloon, is authority for 
the statement that a match has been ar­ 
ranged between Sullivan and Smith, the 
English pugilist, and that the tight will 
take place within six months.from signing 
the articles. Sullivan is reported to have

U n ited S tates S en ate. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 19th.—Mander-

In 
offering the resolution, Manderson said it 
was due to the United States, not less than 
to the relatives of deceased, that inquiry 
should be made as to the killing of Captain 
Crawford. 
Manderson read the official 
report of Lieutenant Maus on the subject, 
and maintained that if the facts were there 
correctly set forth, they constitute a very 
severe reflection on the Mexican troops. 
The resolution, with Manderson’s assent, 
was referred to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the bill to provide for the allotment of 
lands in severalty to Indians. 
After a short debate, participated in by 
Dawes, Plumb, Ingalls, leller. Maxey anil 
Chace, the bill weut over. 
The education hill was placed before the 
Senate, and Mr. Evarts took the floor in its 
advocacy.

W a sh in g to n, February 19th.—The Sen­ 
ate, in executive session ’ to-day, confirmed 
the nomination of J. Christian Franss to 
be Marshal of California. 
The term of 
Marshal Drew will expire to-morrow, and 
the action of the Senate relieves Justice 
Field of the necessity of making a tem­ 
porary appointment of Marshal to fill the 
vacancy that at one time seemed imminent. 
The confirmation of Mr. Franks to-day was 
largely due to the influence of Judge Field, 
who had originally opposed Franks’ nomi­ 
nation, desiring to avoid the necessity of 
making a temporary appointment to’ fill 
the office. 
After consultation between 
Senator Stanford and Judge Field, this 
morning, the former prevailed upon Sena­ 
tor Edmunds, Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, to report Franks' nomination 
favorably, and it was confirmed. Judge 
Field says that he is now out of politics 
forever. 
He had set his 
heart upon 
securing • the 
appointment 
of

Maynard as Marshal of California, and he 
felt that the l’resident would not disregard 
his wishes in the matter of the selection of 
an officer of the Judge’s own Court. It was 
a case of misplaced confidence. The Presi­ 
dent not only appointed a person as Mar­ 
shal that Justice Field did not want, but 
when appealed to by the Judge's friends to 
withdraw the nomination, he absolutely 
refused to do so. The Justice thereupon 
declared that he would never darken 'the 
portals of the Executive Mansion again. 
The rupture between the great Democratic 
jurist and the President is presumed to be 
complete, but it was extremely amusing to 
see Justice Field to-day asking for the con­ 
firmation of the man whose nomination he 
had opposed, in order to be relieved of the 
necessity of making a temporary appoint­ 
ment of a Marshal that, had the Judge fol­ 
lowed his own convictions, would certainly 
have been distasteful to the Administration.

“ This war knocked $75,000 out of my 
pocket in an instant. I have on hand 
goods which cost me for freight $150,000. 
Now rates are cut one-balf, and I am loser 
one-half of that amount unless they re­ 
cover immediately.” 
At least a dozen large merchants spoken 
to on this subject agreed that it is a ter­ 
ribly bad thing for business. Values will 
be unsettled, buyers slow and disposed to 
wait for lower rates, and Eastern jobbers 
will take advantage of the cut to Hood this 
market with goods, the result being a gen­ 
eral overstocking and demoralization all 
over the coast. The present loss will, of 
couse, be grcatc-st to holders of large stocks; 
but the men who take advantage of the 
first cut will be hurt by a lower cat, and so 
on, until the war ends and leaves every 
store in town short of money and over­ 
stocked with goods.
